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Facing the challenge: Performing arts in the 1990s

At home and around the world, Canada’s not-for-profit 
professional performing arts companies entertain their 
audiences with a wide range of theatre, music, dance 
and opera. On stage are innovative local works, which 
reflect historical and contemporary Canadian expe- 
rience, and new productions based on international 
repertoire. If, as it is argued, performing arts bring 
prestige, tourism and cultural, economic and social 
benefits to our cities and the nation, these benefits 
provide a rationale, in turn, for public and private 
investment in the performing arts. 


The performing arts infrastructure in Canada is 
influenced by a number of factors: federal and 
provincial support programs, business investment, 
volunteer workers, and audience size. The growth in the 
number of not-for-profit (NFP) professional performing 
arts companies in Canada has been tremendous over 
the last two decades. Since 1991-92 alone there has 
been a 22% increase in the number of companies active 
across the country. In the 1998-99 fiscal year, there 
were 625 NFP professional performing arts companies 
in Canada in the fields of theatre, music, dance and 
opera. 
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Recently times have become 6e itiéhy Ghallenging 
for the performing arts community. Companies are 
facing three broadly identifiable pressures: a reduction 
of government sponsored grants, the public’s limited 
entertainment dollar, and competition from other new 
cultural and recreational activities. This article 
examines how the NFP performing arts sector has 
changed in light of these pressures; it looks at trends in 
audiences, sources of income, and program delivery 
and costs. 
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Data sources 


Performing Arts Survey 


Statistics Canada’s Performing Arts Survey is a biennial census of all professional 
not-for-profit performing arts companies in Canada. It includes theatre, music 
(professional orchestras, ensembles or choirs), dance (classical and contemporary) 
and opera companies. It excludes commercial performing arts companies operated 
for profit, as well as festivals. Not-for-profit, according to the Income Tax Act, is the 
classification given to an association which is organised exclusively for social welfare, 
civic improvement, pleasure, recreation or any purpose except profit. 


Surveys of Government Expenditures on Culture 


The annual Surveys of Government Expenditures on Culture collect data from all 
federal and provincial departments, ministries, agencies, commissions, boards, 
special funds and government business enterprises responsible for the support of 
arts and culture in Canada while the municipal survey covers all municipalities. For 


these surveys, the performing arts are defined as including theatre, music, dance and 


opera. Data include direct operating and capital expenditures, grants, contributions 
and transfers related to creation, production and performance in the culture sector. 
These surveys, unlike the Performing Arts Survey, include financial support given to 
performing arts organizations, associations and groups. 


This article does not analyse data deemed by the surveys of Government 
Expenditures on Culture to be multidisciplinary expenditures. These expenditures 
are related to numerous cultural activities or functions, which cannot be broken 
down by function. They include financial support given to cultural facilities, centres, 
festivals, municipalities, cultural exchange programs and arts organizations for 
various cultural activities. 


While 1998-99 was a 
successful year for some 
companies, many also folded

burden of accumulated deficits. In 
groups, symphony orchestras, and 


inadequate financing, to difficulties in 
attracting audiences large enough to 


fact, in each year throughout the 
1990s approximately 75 companies 
went out of business or became 
temporarily inactive, an indication of 
the difficult times experienced by the 
performing arts. Total operating 
revenues per company decreased 
every year (3% annually) between 
1991-92 and 1996-97 before 
bouncing back in 1998-99 (an 
increase of 21%). The end result was 
that average total operating revenues 
of $759,000 in 1998-99 were only 4% 
higher than in 1991-92 (table 1). 


In 1998-99 government investment 
expanded significantly, with an 
average increase of just over $30,000 
per company. Private support rose 
almost as much, at $27,000 per 
company. More importantly, earned 
revenue rose $73,000 per company 
due to higher box office sales and 
tour receipts. The three together 
contributed to the 21% increase in 
average operating revenue over 1996- 
97, the previous survey year. 
Expenses matched these revenue 
gains with an average growth of 22% 
over the same time period.

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Methodology used for Performing Arts Survey data 


In recent years significant attention has been paid to improving the coverage of the 
Performing Arts Survey. In particular, between the last two survey years (1996-97 
and 1998-99), 204 companies were added to the survey frame which were found to 
have been in existence in a previous survey year but for which no data had been 
collected. Such companies are known as ‘false births’ and they represent under- 
coverage in previous surveys. If no correction for false births is undertaken, 
misleading trend estimation will result. In particular, growth will be overestimated. 
Once false births are identified, an adjustment method is employed to impute data 
for those companies for earlier years. Data cited in this article are based on 
adjustments that offset these changes to the frame and thus reveal underlying 


trends. 


As a consequence of these adjustments, totals in tables for years prior to 1998-99 
may not equal the sum of the component parts. This applies, in particular, to 
calculations of operating revenue, non-operating revenue and total revenue in tables

Sustained financial support 
key to survival 


The survival of most performing arts 
companies has been dependent upon 
a diversity of funding. NFP 
companies earned revenues of 
$234.6 million in 1998-99. However, 
these box office and other earnings, 
important as they are, were only part 
of the funding equation - about half 
of their total income. The balance 
came from government grants worth 
$142.5 million (30%) and private 
sector (corporate and individual) 
contributions of $97.1 million (20%) 
(table 2). 


Continuing support of the public and 
private sector help sustain the 
pursuit of financial stability by the 
sector. Donations also enable 
companies to set ticket prices lower 
than would otherwise be possible.

Federal support for the 
performing arts 


Public support for arts and culture 
began before Confederation. 
Involvement increased after the turn 
of the century, evolving into today’s 
large-scale federal, provincial and 
municipal presence in the performing 
arts. 


In the case of the performing arts, 
much of the federal support comes 
through The Canada Council for the 
Arts. Established in 1957 the 
Council has been an active catalyst 
for the growth of performing arts in 
Canada. Subsequent to its creation, 
provincial departments or agencies 
(and some municipal programs) have 
emerged to complement its efforts. In 
addition, while the Canada Council 
has always been the major federal 
player, other types of specialized 
funding at the federal level have also 
been available from the Department 
of Canadian Heritage (the Cultural 
Initiatives Program, in particular), 
Human Resources Development 
Canada and the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade. 
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Public support 


Notwithstanding the ongoing and 
vital importance of public dollars, 
government support of the 
performing arts declined 13% from 
1991-92 to 1998-99 (table 3). The 
lowest point of government funding 
in the 1990s was in 1995-96 when 
only $239 million was spent on the 
performing arts. Most of the 
provincial and federal government — 
expenditures on the performing arts 
were in the form of direct grants. In 
1998-99, these grants represented 
59% of federal and 73% of provincial 
performing arts spending. The 
performing arts receive a higher 
proportion of their government 
revenues from direct grants than 
does the culture sector as a whole. 


Governments responded differently 
to the financial challenges faced by 
performing arts organizations in the 
1990s. Between 1991-92 and 
1998-99, federal government 
expenditures on the performing arts 
showed no consistent pattern. 
Funding decreased and increased 
regularly throughout the decade, 
with an overall decline of 7%. The 
low point for funding ($97 million) 
was in 1996-97, a decline of 12% 
from the previous year. The 
following year, however, it rebounded 
by 15% to $112 million, a level that 
it maintained in 1998-99. 


Earned revenues provide the largest portion of funding for each performing arts discipline, 1998-99

At the provincial level, particularly in 
Ontario and Quebec, total expendi- 
tures on the performing arts fell 
steadily from 1991-92 to 1997-98. 
Spending rebounded in 1998-99, 
increasing 8% in the one year. 


Spending patterns of municipal 
governments were different from 
those of other levels of government, 
generally rising through most of the 
1990s, then falling significantly in 
1998-99. That year municipalities 
spent $30 million on the performing 
arts, a level lower than at any other 
time in the decade. 


Notwithstanding the significant levels 
of support for this sector, total 
government spending on the per- 
forming arts in 1998-99 represented 
only 4.4% of total government 
expenditures on culture as a whole 
(table 3). 


Increased competition for 
government funding 


Individual performing arts companies 
are experiencing increased competi- 
tion for funding, even from govern- 
ment sources. While about 30% of 
their average total operating income 
came from government grants in 
1998-99, this was a smaller portion 
of company income than in previous 
years. Seven years earlier grants 
had accounted for 36% of revenues 
(table 1). 


With the increase in the number of 
performing arts companies, there has 
been a decline in the relative size of 
individual grants. Between 1991-92 
and 1998-99, more companies (19%) 
were given assistance but the average 
amount received in grants dropped 
by close to 13%, to $228,000 (table 1). 


The relative importance of government 
grants to individual companies has 
changed over the years. The Canada 
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Council, the largest performing arts 
granting agency in Canada, reported 
that in its early years (1968-69) their 
grants made up 23.2% of the income 
of the larger performing arts compa- 
nies. During the time period of this 
analysis, Canada Council grants 
provided only 9.3% and 8.4% (in 
1993-94 and 1998-99 respectively) 
of the total income of these same 
organizations!. This situation is 
partly explained by the overall growth 
(52%) in the number of successful 
grant applications from 1992 to 
2000 and limited new funds to be 
distributed among these companies. 


Competition for arts subsidies has 
been stiff, as governments across the 
country have been operating under 
tight fiscal constraints. To survive, 
many companies have found ways to

make up for the losses or have 
radically changed their operations. 


Increased importance of 
private sector donations 


In May 2001, Prime Minister Jean 
Chrétien underlined the importance 
of the arts in Canadian society by 
declaring that “Arts and culture are 
about more than economic growth. 
About more than gross domestic 
product. Our artists, writers and 
performers enrich the quality of our 
lives. Build partnerships with 
business and academia. Engage the 
young and build audiences for the 
future”. 


The Prime Minister's call for 
partnership with the business 
community is not an entirely new 
concept. In fact, more than a quarter 
century ago, a group of leading 
business CEOs came together and 
founded The Council for Business 
and the Arts in Canada (CBAC). It 
was not designed as a grant-giving or 
fundraising organization but rather 
as a catalyst for advocacy, research, 
promotion and education. CBAC 
acts as a focal point for corporate 
donors and provides a forum for the 
corporate sector to interact with the 
arts community, with governments 
and with the media. Given the 
reduced support from government, 
the role of the private sector in 
supporting the arts has taken on an 
increasing importance. Contribu- 
tions from the private sector climbed 
to $97 million in 1998-99, a 58% 
increase over 1991-92 (table 4). 
Nearly all non-profit performing arts 
groups depend upon donations for a 
substantial fraction - now over 20% — 
of their operating revenues. 


The four performing arts disciplines 
have had varying success at 
obtaining private sector funds

(table 4). Donations and fundraising 
revenues for theatre increased by 
96% between 1991-92 and 1998-99 
while music, dance and opera had 
lower rates of private funding growth 
(46%, 32% and 26%, respectively). 
But, of the four disciplines, opera 
relies most heavily on the private 
sector, with 27% of its budget coming 
from donations and fundraising. 
Theatre companies are the least 
dependent, with only 17% of their 
revenues coming from the private 
sector. It is important to recognise, 
however, that the $41 million® that 
the theatre sector received from the 
private sector in 1998-99 was almost 
as much as the total operating 
budgets of all the opera companies 
(S44 million). 


Organizations have benefited from 
strong overall growth in the Canadian 
economy and increased profits in the 
corporate sector, which have made

available more private sector funds 


for donations to the arts. In addition, 


performing arts organizations have 
invested some of their creativity in 
fund raising targeted to individuals. 
Two notable examples come from 


orchestras in Quebec: in one case, 


the organization decided to sell the 
orchestra's chairs one-by-one to the 
highest bidders; in another, the 


orchestra sold a Beethoven 


symphony for $1 a note and at the 
end of each concert played the 


portion of the piece that had been 


. purchased to date.

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Audience and market 
development 


The performing arts — theatre, music, 
dance and opera - increasingly share 
the entertainment market with 
movies, TV, and sporting events. 
Even so, there was a considerable 
broadening of the audiences for the 
performing arts in the 1980s. Rising 
proportions of residents across 
Canada were participating in the arts 
as a whole, as evidenced by 
increased touring activities and 
audience statistics. These trends 
were expected to continue into the 
1990s, fuelled by rising levels of 
education, increasing participation of 
women in the labour force and the 
aging of the population.

Recently, however, participation in 
the NFP performing arts has 

declined. Increases in the cost of 
admission may be a contributing 
factor. Competition from other 
entertainment media may be 

another. Average attendance per 
company dropped 22% between 
1991-92 and 1998-99 (table 5). 
Furthermore, the share accounted for 
by subscriptions, as compared to 
single ticket sales, has dropped seven 
percentage points to 34%. 


While theatre continued to attract the 
most spectators, all performing arts 
sectors reported a decrease in 
attendance. Music and opera 
suffered the greatest drop in 
attendance (11% and 9% 


respectively) followed by theatre (4%) 
and dance (1%). The number of 
spectators fell in most provinces, but 
the steepest declines were in Alberta 
(22%) followed by Manitoba (19%). 


A report by the Canada Council 
confirms these figures* It suggests 
that the 17 largest performing arts 
companies in Canada, funded by the 
Council, sold 3.2 million tickets in 
1998-99, compared to the peak level 
of 4 million in 1988-89, representing 
a 20% drop in sales. A decline was 
also experienced in the United 
States. The RAND's report The 
Performing Arts in a New Era states

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that “many of the mid-sized non- 
profit organizations in the US are 
facing the greatest difficulty in at- 
tracting enough of the public to cover 
costs and many of them are likely to 
disappear” °. The report suggests 
that attendance will continue to 
weaken, as young Americans are less 
inclined to attend live performances 
and are more comfortable with 
entertainment provided through the 
Internet and other emerging techno- 
logies. It also suggests dramatic 
growth in the future for non-live 
performing arts, both recorded and 
broadcast performances. The popu- 
larity of electronic media delivery can 
be attributed, the report says, to 
several factors: the increasing quality 
of electronically reproduced substi- 
tutes for live performances, the rising 
direct and indirect costs of attending 
live performances, and an increasing 
preference among Americans for 
home-based leisure activities. 


In Canada too the profusion of home- 
based entertainment options is a 
major competitive factor facing 
performing arts organizations. The 
Internet, satellite broadcasters and 
pay-per-view television all combine to 
provide many moderately priced 
alternatives to live performing arts 
events. Other factors such as socio- 
demographic changes and changes in 
the availability of leisure time could 
also be playing a role. 


Immigration and the 
performing arts 

The changing profile of the Canadian 
population will continue as 
immigration plays an increasingly 
larger role in population growth. 
Recent data show that with natural 
increase declining, more that 50% of 
the population growth in the last 
census-to-census period was due to 
immigration. 


The sources of immigration to 
Canada have also changed greatly. 
European-born continued to account 
for the largest proportion of all 
immigrants living in Canada in 1996 
but for the first time in the century, 
they accounted for less than half of 
the total immigrant population. In 
1981, 67% of all immigrants living in 
Canada were born in Europe. By 
1996, this proportion had declined to 
47%. In contrast, the share of 
Canada’s immigrant population born 
in Asia and the Middle East 
increased from 14% in 1981 to 31% 
in 1996°. In major population 
centres, where most of the large arts 
organizations are located, immigrants 
make up a very significant 
percentage of the population. 


The increased number of immigrants 
coming from a non-European 
background may be having an impact 
on the interest in performing arts of 
European origin’. At the same time, 
they can encourage a broadening of 
the focus of the performing arts in 
Canada and perhaps open up new 
areas of growth. This, combined with 
declining attendance and a growing 
supply of diverse entertainment 
products, pose major challenges to 
performing arts organizations seeking 
new audiences. Bob Rae, Chairman 
of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, 
recently underlined the importance of 
considering these changes. “We have 
to make sure every cultural group 
and people of all backgrounds feel 
comfortable and at home — and that 
the symphony belongs to them and 
not to a small coterie of people”. 


Program delivery and deficit 
reduction 

Performing arts companies have been 
working to overcome the drop in 
public funding. While the average 
operating revenue per company 
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climbed 0.5% annually between 
1991-92 and 1998-99 to $759,000, 
expenditures rose slightly less (0.4% 
annually) reaching $766,000 (table 1). 
While expenditures continued to 
exceed revenues, the gap between 
the two narrowed between 1991-92 
and 1998-99. In order to keep costs 
down many companies opted to 
reduce the number of performances 
offered. As a result, the number of 
performances per company dropped 
14% between 1991-92 and 1998-99 
(table 5). 


Costs were also kept under tighter 
control (increasing only 2.2% per 
performance over this period) by 
companies making continued use of 
volunteer workers or unpaid staff. 
Volunteers are especially visible in 
the performing arts sector where they 
represented over 42% of all staff in 
1998-99. Data suggest, however, 
that this percentage had been higher 
at the beginning of the decade, where 
it had stood at almost 49% (table 5). 
This may be an indication that it is 
becoming more difficult to attract 
volunteer workers” 


While these measures have been 
successful at curtailing costs, 
performing arts institutions continue 
to face costs that are rising faster

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than their sources of funding. 
Overall, performing arts companies 
reported an average deficit of $7,900, 
or 1.0% of total operating revenue. 
Except for some theatre companies, 
all large performing arts companies 
registered a deficit and these 34 
companies were responsible for 99% 
of the reported deficit. At the end of 
fiscal 1998-99 there was an 
accumulated deficit of $16.4 million 
for the sector, equal to 3.5% of total 
operating revenue (table 5). Close to 
72% of this amount was attributable 
to 18 large orchestras. 


Stabilization funds in Canada 


The Alberta Performing Arts 
Stabilization Fund and the Vancouver 
Arts Stabilization Team have existed 
since 1995. Since then, others have 
been created, including the Quebec 
fund (1999) sponsored by the Quebec 


government, and the Nova Scotia 
fund (2000) sponsored by the public 
and private sectors. Other projects 
are in development in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and the Hamilton- 
Wentworth and Burlington 
communities in southern Ontario. 


Debt management is a huge 
challenge for these companies. To 
help them overcome this obstacle to 
their development, arts stabilization 
programs have been launched 
recently in some jurisdictions and a 
number of others are under study. 
The stabilization programs, which are 
the initiatives of private and public 
sector partners, are aimed at 
supplying technical assistance in 
management as well as stabilisation 
grants to help performing groups 
eliminate their cumulative deficits 
and build up working capital. Such 
programs try to provide the means to 
achieve long-term stability by cutting 
deficits. To this end, they support 
companies’ efforts to diversify their 
funding sources and help them 
establish reserves for creation or 
development. 


Casting the future 


The battle for the mind, soul and 
wallet of today’s consumer will 
require innovation and consultation 
as performing arts companies strive 
to maintain a strong culture presence 
in an increasingly competitive market 
place. And this must be done while 
government is faced with greater 
demands and scarcer resources. 


To ensure that Canadians are not 
deprived of the many kinds of 
cultural performances that contribute 
to the spread of culture in Canada 
and abroad, sustained effort will be 
required on all fronts. The continued 
expansion of artistic creativity in the 
performing arts will almost certainly 
require new and increased sources of 
funding. However, this alone will not 
be sufficient. It will also depend on 
the building of future audiences and, 
in particular, encouraging our youth 
to participate and attend the 
performing arts. This means not only 
bringing new people into the theatres 
and concert halls but also re- 
engaging lapsed attendees. 


One example of such an approach is 
a marketing initiative at the National 
Arts Centre in Ottawa. Aimed at 
students and intended to attract 
youth to the performing arts, Live 
Rush offers inexpensive seats to 
students by taking advantage of 
unsold inventory. This successful 
program has also recently been 
implemented in Calgary as part of an 
undertaking to build bridges to 
youth. The National Arts Centre also 
provides another example. They 
recently launched a performing arts 
website for young people. It is an 
interactive way for students to learn 
about the arts while also providing 
teachers with new teaching tools. 
This is but one example of the type of 
youth programs we should expect to 


see in communities across Canada. 
Success in the long run in 
maintaining and increasing audience 
sizes and rejuvenating audiences will 
undoubtedly require the continuation 
or even intensification of education 
and outreach programs. 


By their very survival to date, 
Canada’s performing arts companies 
have demonstrated their commitment 
to their art form. However, just like 
any performance, only when all the 
players come together in harmony - 
be they performing artists or educa- 
tors, governments or private compa- 
nies - can their work transcend itself.

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L’industrie cinématographique en Colombie-Britannique et en 


Nouvelle-Ecosse

Toronto se glisse dans l’ombre de Chicago pour le 
tournage du film du méme nom et Vancouver fournit le 
macadam urbain au Coroner Da Vinci : les villes 
canadiennes et leurs particularités sont maintenant des 
lieux familiers au grand et au petit écran. En effet, les 
spectateurs peuvent habituellement reconnaitre la 
Colombie-Britannique puisque c’est dans cette province 
qu’on a le plus dépensé au Canada pour la production 
de films étrangers ces derniéres années — 830 millions 
de dollars en 2002, ou 44 % des dépenses totales a ce 
chapitre au Canada.

La production cinématographique canadienne a 
également pris un essor en Colombie-Britannique aux 
dépens des entreprises de production du Québec et de 
l'Ontario, qui ont longtemps dominé ce segment de 
l'industrie, ces deux provinces totalisant 73 % des 
recettes nationales de production de films en 1999.

pas de vue les aspects qui facilitent le 
tournage, comme l'accessibilité aux 
lieux, les règlements, la disponibilité 
d’une main-d'œuvre compétente et 
d’autres facteurs connexes. L’un de 
ces facteurs peut prendre le pas sur 
les autres, selon le type de 
production et les exigences à 
satisfaire. D’autres pays se font aussi 
une chaude lutte pour attirer les 
producteurs de films, et c’est souvent 
une combinaison de facteurs qui fait 
pencher la balance en faveur d’un 
endroit plutôt que d’un autre. 


Les pressions de plus en plus fortes 
exercées dernièrement par des 
sources américaines pour limiter les 
productions réalisées à l'étranger 
(c'est-à-dire les films tournés par des 
entreprises américaines à l'extérieur 
des États-Unis) pèsent lourdement 
sur l’industrie cinématographique 
canadienne. C’est ainsi que la 
mégastar Arnold Swarzenegger, 
maintenant gouverneur de la 
Californie, a refusé de tourner 
Terminator 3 au Canada? et que le 
maire Daley de Chicago a publique- 
ment exprimé son inquiétude en ce 
qui concerne le tournage du film 
Chicago au Canada et, du coup, la 
perte de recettes pour cette ville.® 
Des groupes de pression se sont 


formés aux Etats-Unis pour lutter 
contre ce qu'ils considèrent comme 
des pertes d’emplois et d’argent 
occasionnées par le tournage de films 
à l'étranger. Certains Etats ont 
essayé d'attirer les producteurs grace 
à des changements législatifs d'ordre 
fiscal, par exemple des crédits 
d'impôt qui leur permettraient de 
rivaliser plus équitablement avec les 
crédits d'impôt des administrations 
fédérale et provinciales canadiennes. 


Les administrations fédérale et 
provinciales ont en effet mis en place 
des incitatifs financiers et d’autres 
mesures à l'appui des industries 
cinématographiques existantes et 
nouvelles. Ces mesures vont des 
subventions et des crédits d'impôt à . 
l’aide à la formation, aux investis- 
sements en actions et aux indem- 
nités de déplacement. La plupart des 
provinces offrent des crédits d'impôt 
aux producteurs canadiens et 
étrangers. Les administrations 
publiques appuient aussi l’industrie 
du cinéma en adoptant des politiques 
et en fournissant un financement 
aux établissements d'enseignement 
qui offrent des programmes de 
cinéma. La valeur des crédits d'impôt 
et des autres programmes d'aide 
n’est toutefois pas uniforme d'une 
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province à l’autre. La Nouvelle- 
Écosse et la Colombie-Britannique 
sont dans le peloton de tête au 
chapitre de l’aide gouvernementale 
offerte à l’industrie cinématogra- 
phique. 


L'industrie cinématogra- 
phique est présente en 
Colombie-Britannique depuis 
25 ans 


L'aide gouvernementale à la création 
ou au soutien d’une industrie 
cinématographique en Colombie- 
Britannique ne date pas d'hier. La 
British Columbia Film Commission 
(BCFC) a été mise sur pied en 1978 
pour stimuler l’industrie du cinéma 
afin de promouvoir les caractéristi- 
ques naturelles de la province. 
Tandis qu’elle se concentrait au 
départ sur la commercialisation des 
attraits naturels de la Colombie- 
Britannique, sur sa proximité avec la 
Californie, sur le fait que la province 
est située dans le méme fuseau 
horaire que Hollywood et sur un taux 
de change avantageux, la stratégie de 
la BCFC a évolué et l’organisme 
cherche maintenant a promouvoir 
une vaste industrie de services 
comprenant le secteur de la post- 
production’. 


Un autre organisme provincial, le 
British Columbia Film, a été créé en 
1987 afin de fournir une aide 
financiére a la production provinciale 
de films et d’émissions de télévision, 
surtout sous la forme de financement 
par actions. Avec le temps, les 
initiatives de l’administration 
provinciale se sont mieux intégrées, 
de sorte que cette derniére offre 
maintenant un guichet unique pour 
aider les producteurs de films dans 
les différentes étapes de la

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production. En offrant des préts de 
développement aux installations 
provinciales de postproduction, 
l'administration publique s'est 
montrée un partenaire financier actif 
dans la création d’une industrie 
cinématographique en Colombie- 
Britannique. 


Le soutien de la Nouvelle- 
Écosse à l’industrie 
cinématographique 


À l’autre bout du pays, l’administra- 
tion de la Nouvelle-Écosse appuie 
l'industrie cinématographique depuis 
1990, soit depuis la création de la 
NSFDC. En effet, depuis ce temps, 
cette société a mis sur pied de nom- 
breux programmes pour favoriser 
l’industrie du cinéma et de la vidéo 
en Nouvelle-Ecosse, en stimulant les 
investissements et l'emploi ainsi 
qu’en faisant la promotion des 
attraits naturels, des compétences et 
de la créativité de la Nouvelle-Ecosse 
sur les marchés mondiaux®, L’aide 
comprend des investissements 
directs dans des projets de produc- 
tion et dans l’infrastructure, comme 
les studios d’enregistrement et les 
installations de cinéma d’animation. 


La NSFDC favorise lessor du cinéma 
et de la vidéo dans le secteur privé de 
la Nouvelle-Ecosse au moyen du 
financement, de la commercialisa- 
tion, de la promotion, de la formation 
et de la sensibilisation. Elle adminis- 
tre également depuis 1995 un 
programme de crédits d'impôt. Les 
autres formes d'aide financière 
comprennent l'investissement en 
actions, les prêts de développement, 
des récompenses pour les projets 
spéciaux, l’aide à la formation, aux 
déplacements et à la commercialisa- 
tion ainsi que des prêts de développe- 
ment et des investissements en 
actions dans les nouveaux médias. 
Un secteur de la NSFDC est expres- 
sément chargé de promouvoir les 
attraits naturels de la province (pour 
les coproductions ou les films 
entièrement financés par un autre 
pays). 


Une concurrence féroce 


Les crédits d'impôt ont sans doute 
joué un rôle important dans l'essor 
de l’industrie cinématographique en 
Colombie-Britannique et en Nouvelle- 
Écosse, mais depuis quelques 
années, d’autres provinces et pays 
offrent aussi de généreux incitatifs 
fiscaux. Le Nouveau-Brunswick, par 
exemple, offre un crédit d'impôt de 
40 % des dépenses totales de main- 
d'œuvre admissibles, pourvu que 

25 % des salaires soient versés à des 
résidents locaux. Le Québec offre 
pour sa part un crédit d'impôt de 

33 % des dépenses totales de main- 
d'œuvre admissibles, et ce pour- 
centage est encore plus élevé si le 
tournage a lieu à l'extérieur de la 
région de Montréal ou lorsqu'il est 
question de certains longs métrages 


et documentaires en langue 
française. Dans le même ordre 
d'idées, l'Australie consent aux 
producteurs un rabais de 12,5 % de 
toutes les dépenses si la part des 
dépenses de production effectuées en 
Australie est supérieure à 9 millions 
de dollars et qu’elle correspond à au 
moins 70 % du budget?. 


La commercialisation est la 
clé du succés 


Un autre élément important qui a 
contribué au succés des deux 
provinces côtières est la

Les crédits d'impôt dans l’industrie cinématographique 


Mis sur pied en 1995, le programme de crédits d'impôt pour le cinéma de la Nouvelle- 
Écosse couvre 30 % des dépenses de main-d'œuvre jusqu’à concurrence de 15 % du 
coût total de la production à Halifax. Les pourcentages augmentent pour s'établir à 
35 % et à 17,5 % respectivement en ce qui concerne le total des coûts des tournages 
à l'extérieur de Halifax. 


Le programme de crédit d'impôt pour les services de production de la Colombie- 
Britannique (PCISPCB), mis en œuvre en 1998, ne comporte aucune exigence quant 
à la part de propriété canadienne de la production ou du contenu, et il correspond à 
11 % des coûts de main-d'œuvre approuvés. Les coûts de production doivent être 
supérieurs à 100 000 dollars pour une émission de télévision de moins de 

30 minutes, à 200 000 dollars dans le cas d’une émission de plus de 30 minutes ou 
à 1 million de dollars pour toute autre production. Les producteurs étrangers 
peuvent également bénéficier d’un crédit d'impôt pour les productions régionales de 
6 % des coûts de main-d'œuvre admissibles et d’un nouveau crédit d'impôt de 15 % 
pour l’animation numérique ou les effets visuels. 


D'autre part, les producteurs canadiens peuvent tirer parti de trois types de crédits 
d'impôt en vertu du programme de crédit d'impôt pour l’industrie cinématographique 
de la Colombie-Britannique : ~ 
un crédit d'impôt de base de 20 % des coûts de la main-d'œuvre qualifiée en 
Colombie-Britannique; 


un crédit régional de 12,5 % des coûts de la main-d'œuvre qualifiée en Colombie- 
Britannique afin de stimuler la production à l'extérieur de Vancouver; 


un crédit de formation de 30 % des salaires des stagiaires (ou 3 % des coûts de la 
main-d’ceuvre en Colombie-Britannique) afin de permettre a des travailleurs de la 
province d’acquérir des compétences spécialisées en production 
cinématographique. 


Le cout de la main-d'œuvre qualifiée en Colombie-Britannique pendant une année 
d'imposition est limité à 48 % du coût total de production. A noter qu'il est 
impossible de profiter des deux programmes à la fois. 


Les incitatifs de l'administration fédérale comprennent le crédit d'impôt pour les 
services de production cinématographique ou magnétoscopique attribués aux 
entreprises de production étrangères en vigueur depuis 1997. La valeur de ce crédit 
est récemment passée de 11 % à 16 % des coûts de main-d'œuvre admissibles. Le 
crédit d'impôt pour la production cinématographique ou magnétoscopique 
canadienne attribué aux producteurs canadiens s'élève à 25 % des coûts de main- 
d'œuvre admissibles. 
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communication de l'information sur 
l'industrie. Très détaillé, le site Web 
de la BCFC fournit des renseigne- 
ments techniques et des outils utiles, 
notamment des cartes, des bulletins 
météorologiques et routiers ainsi que 
des données sur les lieux de tour- 
nage. L'organisme publie aussi 
Production Guide, qui contient des 
renseignements sur les éléments 
suivants : incitatifs fiscaux; les 
règlements et les organismes du 
gouvernement; la main-d'œuvre; les 
studios et les services de soutien à la 
production. On y trouve également 
une liste de personnes-ressources 
compétentes. Le site www.film.bc.ca 
est une base de données couplée sur 
les lieux de tournage, les accessoires 
et les artistes qui met l’accent sur les 
producteurs indépendants et les 
festivals du film. Il contient aussi des 
liens vers des bureaux du cinéma, 
des associations, des sociétés, des 
conseils ainsi que des entreprises de 
production et des studios du secteur 
privé de la Colombie-Britannique. 


Cette infrastructure de soutien, qui 
est en place depuis plus de deux 
décennies, a permis à l’industrie 
cinématographique de s'installer et 
de prospérer en Colombie- 
Britannique. La province compte 
maintenant trois studios et se vante 
d’être le troisième centre de 
production cinématographique en 
Amérique du Nord, après Los Angeles 
(Hollywood) et New York!°. Toronto, 
qui met fortement l'accent sur la 
production canadienne, prétend elle 
aussi être le troisième centre en 
importance. 


La NSFDC, tout comme les organis- 
mes de la Colombie-Britannique, a 
créé un site Web très complet, auquel 
s'ajoute un luxueux Production Guide. 
Outre le fait qu’on y mette en 
évidence les paysages de la province, 
le lecteur y trouve des listes 
d'entreprises de production, de 
services, de producteurs et de 
personnel ainsi que d’autres services 
d’aide et de soutien. La diffusion de 
renseignements sur leur industrie 
cinématographique respective semble 
être une stratégie clé de l’essor de ce 
secteur dans les deux provinces. 


De fabuleux extérieurs 


En plus des incitatifs gouvernemen- 
taux, les deux provinces offrent de 
nombreux paysages cinématographi- 
ques. La Colombie-Britannique a 
fourni le macadam urbain du centre- 
ville de Vancouver au Coroner Da 
Vinci et a imité le littoral rugueux de 
l'Alaska dans Insomnie. Grace à une 
topographie passant des terres 
intérieures semi-arides aux 
Rocheuses escarpées et dotée d’un 
littoral tantôt accidenté, tantôt 
rectiligne, la Colombie-Britannique 
peut servir de décor à de nombreux 
genres de films. 


Pour leur part, les paysages de la 
Nouvelle-Écosse peuvent passer pour 
une petite ville du Maine, pour une 
région agricole du Midwest, pour un 
village ou une ville de petite ou de 
moyenne taille de la Nouvelle- 
Angleterre ou pour une ville indus- 
trielle brumeuse. Nul doute que cette 
capacité « caméléon » est une des clés 
du succès de l’industrie cinématogra- 
phique de la Nouvelle-Ecosse. Le fait 
que les producteurs trouvent un 
large éventail de décors, de compé- 
tences et de services en un seul 
endroit favorise aussi la réalisation 
de productions au Canada. 


La proximité géographique et la faci- 
lité d’accés des centres cinématogra- 
phiques que sont Hollywood et New 
York favorisent également la 
Colombie-Britannique et la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse. Vancouver et Halifax, tout 
comme Montréal et Toronto, sont des 
centres aéroportuaires régionaux. Il 
est donc moins coûteux que des 
équipes de tournages viennent dans 
ces villes plutôt qu'à St. John’s ou à . 
Saskatoon, par exemple. Bien 
entendu, Toronto et Montréal sont 
aussi des centres de production 
dynamiques qui attirent un nombre 
important de producteurs locaux et 
étrangers et qui sont en concurrence 
directe avec la Colombie-Britannique 
et la Nouvelle-Écosse. 
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Les programmes de produc- 
tion cinématographique et 
magnétoscopique des deux 
provinces fournissent des 
travailleurs qualifiés à 
l’industrie 

Les retombées du crédit d'impôt 
provincial pour les productions 
cinématographiques, effectif depuis 
1998, et du crédit d'impôt fédéral 
adopté en 1997 étaient visibles en 
Colombie-Britannique dès 1999. 
L’emploi dans l’industrie cinémato- 
graphique de la province a augmenté 
de 71 % en 1999, et le nombre de 
travailleurs est passé a 10 900 en 
2000. Le repli de l’industrie en 2001 
et en 2002 s’est traduit par une 
diminution du nombre de travail- 
leurs, celui-ci passant a 10 000 en 
2002 (tableau 3). En 1998, on 
comptait en Nouvelle-Ecosse 

600 travailleurs a temps plein et a 
temps partiel dans l’industrie du 
cinéma et de la vidéo. Le nombre de 
travailleurs de l’industrie du cinéma 
et de la vidéo de cette province a 
également atteint un sommet de 

1 400 en 2000, soit plus du double 
des effectifs recensés l’année 
précédente. Comme en Colombie- 
Britannique, le nombre-de travail- 
leurs s’est contracté au cours des 
deux années suivantes pour se fixer 
à 1 100 en 2002. 


À l'échelon national, le nombre de 
travailleurs œuvrant dans les 
secteurs du cinéma et de la vidéo!! a 
aussi augmenté considérablement en 
1999 (47 %), et cette tendance s'est 
maintenue — à un rythme moins 
rapide cependant — jusqu’en 2002)”,

la Colombie-Britannique et la 
Nouvelle-Écosse. 


Les deux administrations provincia- 
les ont favorisé la croissance de leur 
industrie cinématographique respec- 
tive en appuyant des activités de 
sensibilisation et de formation 
destinées aux artisans de cette 
industrie. Outre le crédit d'impôt à la 
formation mentionné précédemment, 
la Colombie-Britannique offre des 
bourses de perfectionnement profes- 
sionnel en production, en rédaction 
et en commercialisation et distribu- 
tion. En Nouvelle-Écosse, les pro- 
grammes de formation et de 
perfectionnement offrent de l’aide 
aux jeunes cinéastes et des activités 
de formation continue aux spécialis- 
tes chevronnés. Par exemple, en 
collaboration avec la Société Radio- 
Canada, le Bridge Award permet à de 
jeunes producteurs de réaliser une 
émission de télévision d’une demi- 
heure ou d’une heure. Ces provinces 
ne sont toutefois pas les seules à 
appuyer les jeunes personnes 
talentueuses. La Société de dévelop- 
pement des entreprises culturelles 
du Québec, par exemple, offre un 
programme d'aide financière aux 
jeunes producteurs, réalisateurs et 
scénaristes. 


La Nouvelle-Écosse et la Colombie- 
Britannique offrent également des 
programmes d’études postsecondai- 
res spécialisées dans le but de 
fournir à l’industrie des travailleurs 
débutants bien formés. Le Nova 
Scotia College of Art and Design offre 
maintenant un baccalauréat en 
beaux-arts avec une majeure en 
production cinématographique, 
tandis que le campus Shelburne du 
Nova Scotia Community College offre 
un programme de formation des 
techniciens du son. Par ailleurs, 
Halifax est reconnue pour ses 
nombreuses universités et pour être 
l'épicentre de la vie culturelle dans 
les Maritimes, ce qui constitue un 
excellent terreau pour une industrie 
cinématographique naissante. 


La Colombie-Britannique a aussi mis 
sur pied des programmes de forma- 
tion spéciale comme le Professional 
Film Studies, au Capilano College, et 
la Vancouver Film School, dans le 
secteur privé. Il va sans dire qu'un 
réseau d'établissements d’enseigne- 
ment postsecondaire offrant une 
formation pertinente est un élément 
essentiel de l'infrastructure requise 
pour promouvoir l'essor de l'industrie 
cinématographique. 


Les secteurs de la 
postproduction et de la 
distribution de films ne sont 
pas bien établis dans les 
provinces côtières 


Malgré la formidable croissance du 
secteur de la production, celui de la 
postproduction! est quelque peu 
différent (tableau 4). Aprés avoir 
enregistré des recettes relativement 
stables de 1995 a 1998, le secteur de 
la postproduction de la Colombie- 
Britannique a affiché une hausse en 
1999, ses recettes d’exploitation 
progressant de 81 % pour se chiffrer 
a 58 millions de dollars. Cependant, 
en 2000, les activités de postproduc- 
tion de la province ont rapporté a 
peine 42 millions de dollars, et les 
marges bénéficiaires ont chuté a 

12 % par rapport à 15 % l'année 
précédente. En 2001, les recettes et 
les pourcentages de marges 
bénéficiaires ont connu un regain, 
sans toutefois revenir aux niveaux de 
1999. Les installations de post- 
production de la Colombie- 
Britannique ont donc récolté une 
plus petite part des recettes 
nationales ces dernières années, 
chutant de 7 % du total canadien en 
1999 à 5 % en 2001. En Nouvelle- 
Écosse, le secteur de la postproduc- 
tion est encore moins imposant que 
celui de la Colombie-Britannique, 
n'ayant généré que des recettes de 

3 millions de dollars en 2001, soit a 
peine 0,3 % des recettes du secteur a 
l'échelon national cette année-là. 
Même si de nombreuses maisons de 
production étrangères profitent des 
crédits d'impôt pour la production, il 
semble qu'elles ne tirent pas parti 
des installations locales de post- 
production, peut-être parce qu'il n'y 
a pour elles aucun avantage sur le 
plan fiscal à le faire.

Tout comme le secteur de la post- 
production, celui de la distribution de 
films!* en Nouvelle-Écosse et en 
Colombie-Britannique tire une part 
plus petite de l’ensemble du marché 
national que ne le fait le secteur de la 
production. En Colombie-Britanni- 
que, distributeurs ont enregistré des 
recettes d’exploitation de 26 milliards 
de dollars, ou 0,9 % des 3 milliards 
de dollars a l'échelon national en 
2001. Quant aux distributeurs de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse, leur part s’établis- 
sait a 6 millions de dollars ou 0,2 % 
du total national. En fait, ce secteur 
de l’industrie est dominé par 
l'Ontario, dont les distributeurs ont 
encaissé les quatre cinquièmes de 
toutes les recettes à ce chapitre. 


Contrairement au secteur de la 
production de films, celui de la 
distribution n'est visé par aucune 
mesure provinciale de crédit d'impôt. 
Ce sont donc uniquement les forces 
du marché qui semblent motiver les 
décisions des distributeurs. Il 
s'ensuit que la majeure partie du 
travail est concentrée dans les 
centres à forte densité de population, 
qui ont rapidement accès aux 
principaux marchés et médias. 


Les activités cinémato- 
graphiques sont en majeure 
partie concentrées dans les 
grands centres urbains 


La plupart des maisons de produc- 
tion et des installations de post- 
production en activité en 
Colombie-Britannique et en Nouvelle- 
Écosse sont situées dans les grands 
centres, soit Vancouver et Halifax, 
comme c’est le cas dans les autres 
provinces. Même lorsque le tournage 
a lieu ailleurs que dans ces centres, 
la plupart des autres activités liées à 
la production sont concentrées dans 
ces grands centres, laissant peu 
d'avantages économiques, le cas 
échéant, aux régions périphériques. 
Les deux administrations publiques 
provinciales ont réagi à cette situa- 
tion en offrant des crédits d’impôt 
plus importants aux productions à 
l'extérieur de Vancouver et de 
Halifax. 


D’autres initiatives illustrent toutefois 
les difficultés de déplacer les produc- 
tions à l'extérieur de l'infrastructure 
disponible dans les grands centres. 
Par exemple, l'administration néo- 
écossaise a financé la construction 
d’un studio d'enregistrement à l’île 
du Cap-Breton, mais elle l’a par la 
suite vendu puisqu'il n’a jamais été 
rentable. Les grands centres offrent 
non seulement les installations 
techniques, mais aussi l'héberge- 
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ment, les restaurants, les services de 
traiteur et la vie nocturne, toutes des 
considérations qui ont un rôle à jouer 
lorsque les producteurs choisissent 
un endroit. 


L'industrie cinémato- 
graphique de la Colombie- 
Britannique est moins 
centralisée et celle de la 
Nouvelle-Écosse est encore 
dominée par un petit 
nombre de maisons de 
production 


Grâce à l'expansion continue de son 
secteur de production interne, la 
Colombie-Britannique n'est plus 
dominée par un ou deux intervenants 
seulement. On y compte maintenant 
un nombre croissant de producteurs, 
et quelques-uns des plus petits 
producteurs sont devenus des 
entreprises de taille moyenne ou de 
grosses entreprises. La Nouvelle- 
Écosse est toutefois encore dominée 
par un petit nombre d'entreprises. 
C’est ainsi que les trois plus im- 
portantes entreprises de la province 
ont touché 94 % des recettes totales 
de production en 1999. Les fluctua- 
tions, quant a la santé financière de 
ces entreprises, ont une grande 
incidence sur le rendement de toute 
l'industrie. En d’autres mots, si l’un 
de ces gros producteurs devait 
s'installer dans une autre province, 
les recettes de production globales de 
la Nouvelle-Écosse chuteraient 
considérablement. La province devra 
donc relever le défi qui consiste à 
décentraliser son industrie cinéma- 
tographique. Ce défi s’est imposé 
dans toute sa force avec l'annonce 
récente de la fermeture de Salter 
Street Films, la filiale d’Alliance 
Atlantis en Nouvelle-Écosse.

La croissance d’une année à l’autre 
du produit intérieur brut!> que 
représentent la production, la 
distribution et la postproduction de 
bandes vidéo et de films canadiens a 
fléchi de 17 % en 1999 à 5% en 
2001 6. Il reste à déterminer si ce 
ralentissement est temporaire. À 
l'avenir, il est possible que les beaux 
paysages et les crédits d'impôt ne 
suffisent plus pour attirer les 
producteurs étrangers dans une 
province plutôt que dans une autre. 
En effet, un nombre croissant 
d’autres pays offrent des crédits 
d'impôt intéressants. De plus, comme 
la nouvelle priorité de Téléfilm 
Canada en matière de financement 
va aux films rentables, il sera peut- 
être plus difficile pour les petites 
maisons de production d'obtenir des 
fonds. Ces facteurs, jumelés au 
protectionnisme de nombreux 
producteurs américains et au 
ralentissement économique mondial 
actuel, pourraient signifier des temps 
plus difficiles pour l’industrie 
cinématographique canadienne. 


La récente augmentation de 11 % à 
16 % du crédit d'impôt attribuée aux 
services de production cinématogra- 
phique ou magnétoscopique de 
l'administration fédérale et offert aux 
producteurs de films étrangers et la 
hausse du taux de base des 
dépenses de main-d'œuvre admis- 
sibles aux fins du crédit d'impôt pour 
production cinématographique ou 
magnétoscopique canadienne, qui 
passe de 48 % à 60 %, viennent 
toutefois contrecarrer cette tendance. 
En outre, certaines indications 
permettent d'envisager une reprise de 
l'industrie cinématographique en 
Colombie-Britannique, un certain 
nombre de productions étrangéres a 
gros budget devant étre réalisées 
dans la province en 2003. Il est 
difficile de dire si cette reprise de la 
production étrangére se poursuivra et 
se communiquera au secteur de la 
production canadienne!’.

Comment les gens 


autour du monde 
utilisent-ils leur temps 
libre?

Que font les Canadiens pendant leur 
temps libres? Leurs activités de 
loisirs ressemblent-elles a celles des 
gens des autres pays? Ces questions 
peuvent paraitre simples, mais elles 
soulévent un grand nombre de 
problèmes et de défis si l’on veut 
comparer les activités de loisirs entre 
les pays. Pour obtenir une informa- 
tion exhaustive sur la participation 
aux activités de loisirs, il faut réaliser 
des enquétes spéciales. Méme si bien 
des pays développés ont effectué des 
études sur leurs activités de loisirs, 
l'abondance et la qualité des données 
disponibles varient considérablement 
d'un pays à l’autre. Même les 
enquêtes qui paraissent semblables 
examinent différentes sortes d’acti- 
vités de loisirs ou posent des ques- 
tions de façon différente. Pour ces 
raisons et pour d’autres, les données 
transnationales ne sont pas directe- 
ment comparables sans énormément 
de travail et de coordination!. Les 
différences, pour la plupart, sont le 
reflet de la diversité des profils 
culturels et artistiques de chaque 
pays. Cependant, malgré la rareté de 
données internationales véritable- 
ment comparables, on peut tout de 
même brosser le tableau des activités 
de loisirs séparément pour chaque 
pays. puis offrir un aperçu des traits 
communs et des différences. 


L'Australie - beaucoup de 
loisirs aux antipodes? 


L'enquête de 1997 sur l'emploi du 
temps (Time Use Survey) en Australie 
est une source abondante de 
renseignements sur la façon dont les 
Australiens utilisent leur temps et 
sur leurs activités. Au cours d’une 
journée moyenne en 1997, les 
hommes consacraient 20 % de leur 
temps à des activités de loisirs, 
tandis que chez les femmes, cette 
proportion était de 18 %. 
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Radio et télévision 

En 1997, 82 % des adultes austra- 
liens passaient une partie de leur 
temps libre à écouter la radio ou à 
regarder la télévision. Quand ils 
écoutaient la radio, la plupart 
faisaient une autre activité en même 
temps. Même s'ils ne passaient que 
8 minutes par jour à écouter la radio 
en tant qu’activité principale dans 
leur temps libre, ils passaient un 
total de 80 minutes par jour à 
écouter la radio en faisant autre 
chose. Les Australiens qui regardaient 
la télévision dans leur temps libre le 
faisaient pendant une moyenne de 
près de 2 heures par jour. Les 
hommes y passaient une demi-heure 
de plus par jour que les femmes. 


Lecture 


Les Australiens aiment la lecture 
comme passe-temps. En 1997, 37 % 
des adultes australiens consacraient 
une partie de leur temps libre à la 
lecture. Dans l’ensemble, les femmes 
étaient proportionnellement un peu 
plus nombreuses à lire que les 
hommes et elles ne lisaient pas la 
même chose que les hommes. Les 
hommes étaient plus susceptibles de 
lire des journaux que des livres et 
des revues, tandis que c'était le 
contraire pour les femmes. Les 
personnes plus âgées consacraient 
généralement plus de leur temps 
libre à la lecture que les personnes 
plus jeunes. Par exemple, 65 % des 
personnes de 65 ans et plus 
passaient une partie de leur temps 
libre à lire, comparativement à 33 % 
des personnes de 15 à 24 ans.

De 1999 a 2000, la proportion de 
ménages australiens ayant accès a 
Internet à la maison est passée de 
22 % à 33 %, tandis que la propor- 
tion de ménages ayant un ordinateur 
a la maison est passée de 48 % a 

53 %. Le pourcentage d'adultes 
navigant sur Internet a également 
augmenté de façon constante. En 
2000, 47 % des adultes australiens 
utilisaient Internet et ils étaient les 
plus susceptibles de le faire à la 
maison. L'utilisation d'Internet à la 
maison a augmenté rapidement, 
passant de 1,8 million d'adultes en 
1998, puis a 2,4 millions en 1999 et 
a 4 millions en 2000. Un autre 

1,1 million d’adultes avaient accés a 
Internet a la maison, mais ils ne s’en 
servaient pas a la maison. On 
utilisait Internet principalement pour 
faire de la recherche, se détendre, 
faire des achats et naviguer. 
L'enquête de 1997 sur l'emploi du 
temps indique que les hommes 
étaient deux fois plus susceptibles 

(8 %) que les femmes (4 %) de passer 
une partie de leur temps libre a 
l'ordinateur en tant que passe-temps 
ou pour jouer à des jeux électroniques. 


Fréquentation de lieux culturels / 
récréatifs

Les Australiens aiment aller au cinéma 
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(Attendance to Cultural/Leisure 
Venues Survey)* indique que dans 
l'ensemble, il y a eu une légère aug- 
mentation (2 %) du nombre d’Austra- 
liens ayant visité des lieux culturels 
entre 1995 et 1999. La plus forte 
diminution des taux de fréquentation 
porte sur les musées et les opéras. 
Une proportion de 28 % de la popula- 
tion australienne âgée de 15 ans et 
plus a visité un musée en 1995; en 
1999, cette proportion était tombée à 
20 %. Le pourcentage d’Australiens 
ayant assisté à des opéras a diminué 
et est passé de 19 % de la population 
en 1995 à 16 % en 1999. Par 
ailleurs, la proportion d’Australiens 
ayant assisté à des concerts de 
musique classique a augmenté pour 
passer de 8 % en 1992 à 9 en 
1999. 


Il y a de nettes différences dans les 
taux de fréquentation entre les 
hommes et les femmes et entre les 
groupes d’age. Les femmes 
affichaient des taux plus élevés de 
fréquentation de la plupart des lieux 
culturels que les hommes, tandis que 
ces derniers assistaient a plus de 
manifestations sportives. Les 
cinémas étaient de loin les endroits 
de loisir les plus populaires : 67 % 
des Australiens sont allés au moins 
une fois au cinéma en 1999, tandis 
que 17 % de la population a assisté a 
cing concerts de musique classique 
ou plus.

Pour l’ensemble des lieux de divertis- 
sements, sauf pour ceux des « autres 
arts du spectacle »°, les Australiens 
vivant dans les six principales villes 
ont assisté à plus de spectacles que 
ceux qui vivaient dans les villes plus 
petites. Les personnes nées à 
l'étranger dans des pays de langue 
anglaise avaient des taux de fréquen- 
tation plus élevés que celles qui 
étaient nées en Australie.

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Les Canadiens - des adeptes 
des loisirs? 


L'Enquête sociale générale (ESGS de 
1998 a démontré que les Canadiens 
(âgés de 15 ans et plus) jouissaient 
en moyenne de 5,8 heures de loisirs 
par jour’ et que les hommes avaient 
environ une demi-heure de temps 
libre de plus que les femmes. En 
1998, la plus grande part des heures 
de loisir des Canadiens (47 %) était 
consacrée à regarder la télévision et 
des films loués ou achetés, à lire des 
livres, des revues et des journaux et 
à s’adonner à d’autres activités de 
loisirs passifs comme faire de 
l'artisanat et écouter la radio. Les 
activités sociales, notamment aller au 
restaurant, représentaient 33 % de 
leur temps de loisirs. Les loisirs 
actifs, comme la pratique des sports, 
représentaient 17 % de leur temps 
libres. Les Canadiens consacraient le 
reste de leur temps libre a aller au 
cinéma, a visiter des musées, des 
galeries d’art et des sites historiques 
et a assister a d’autres spectacles. 


Radio et télévision 

Ecouter la radio est un passe-temps 
qui peut accompagner d’autres 
activités, comme se rendre au travail 
en voiture ou accomplir différentes 
taches. En 2002, les Canadiens ont 
passé une moyenne de 20 heures par 
semaine à écouter la radio®. Les 
personnes qui écoutaient le plus la 
radio étaient les adultes de 18 ans et 
plus et ceux qui étaient plus ins- 
truits, tandis que les adolescents de 
12 à 17 ans étaient le groupe d’age 
qui l’écoutait le moins. En 2002, ce 
sont les résidents de l’Île-du-Prince- 
Édouard qui écoutaient le plus la 
radio (22,2 heures par semaine en 
moyenne), tandis que ceux qui 
l'écoutaient le moins étaient les 
résidents de la Colombie-Britannique 
(18,3 heures par semaine en 
moyenne). 


En 2002, les hommes canadiens de 
18 ans et plus regardaient la télévi- 
sion en moyenne 21,0 heures par 
semaine, tandis que chez les femmes, 
cette moyenne était de 25,8 heures 
par semaine’. C’est au Québec et à 
lÎle-du-Prince-Édouard qu'on 
regardait le plus la télévision et en 


Colombie-Britannique et en Alberta 
qu'on la regardait le moins. Les 
enfants de 2 à 11 ans regardaient la 
télévision en moyenne 14,6 heures 
par semaine, tandis que les adoles- 
cents de 12 à 17 ans la regardaient 
en moyenne 13,7 heures par 
semaine. 


Lecture 


En 1998, les Canadiens passaient 
24 minutes par jour à lire, et les 
femmes étaient des lectrices plus 
avides que les hommes. Cette même 
année, 82 % des Canadiens de 

15 ans et plus lisaient des journaux, 
71% lisaient des revues et 61 % 
lisaient des livres. Les hommes 
passaient plus de temps à lire des 
journaux, tandis que les femmes 
passaient plus de temps à la lecture 
de revues et de livres. Le pourcentage 
de Canadiens qui lisaient a toutefois 
sensiblement diminué entre 1992 et 
1998. Par exemple, en 1992, 92 % 
des adultes canadiens lisaient les 
journaux; en 1998, cette proportion 
était tombée à 82 %. De même, le 
pourcentage de Canadiens qui 
lisaient des livres est passé de 66 % 
en 1992 à 61 % en 1998. 


Navigation sur Internet/jeux 
électroniques 

La navigation sur Internet à la 
maison a augmenté radicalement au 
Canada. L’Enquête sur l’utilisation 
d'Internet par les ménages (EUIM)!° a 
suivi l’utilisation d'Internet par les 
Canadiens de 15 ans et plus depuis 
1997. Après une poussée soudaine à 
la fin des années 90, l'augmentation 
de l’utilisation d'Internet chez les 
ménages canadiens s’est stabilisée en 
2002. Cette même année, environ 
7,5 millions de ménages comptaient 
au moins un membre qui utilisait 
Internet régulièrement à la maison, 
au travail, à l’école, dans une 
bibliothèque publique ou ailleurs, 
soit une augmentation de seulement 
4 % par rapport à 2001. Ce taux 
d'augmentation était très inférieur 
aux gains de 19 % en 2001 et de 

24 % l’année précédente. En 2002, 
50 % des ménages utilisateurs 
d'Internet comptaient un membre qui 
s’en servait pour jouer à des jeux. Ce 
sont les garçons et les filles de 15 à 
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19 ans qui utilisaient le plus les jeux 
sur Internet. 


Participation à des activités culturelles 
Entre 1992 et 1998, la présence des 
Canadiens à des concerts de 
musique populaire, des concerts de 
musique symphonique et classique, 
des opéras, des spectacles donnés 
par des enfants, des musées et 
galeries d'art, des jardins zoologi- 
ques, des aquariums, des jardins 
botaniques, des planétariums, des 
parcs de conservation et des parcs 
naturels a diminué.

La culture des Européens - 
réalité ou fiction?

Radio et télévision 

En 2001, 60 % des Européens 
écoutaient la radio chaque jour. Ils 
préféraient les émissions musicales

enfin des émissions de sport (17 %). 
Ce sont les Irlandais, les Luxembour- 
geois et les Suédois qui écoutaient le 
plus la radio — plus de 75 % de 
chacune de ces populations. En 
2001, 99 % des Européens 
possédaient un téléviseur, et 98 % 
d'entre eux avaient regardé la 
télévision au cours des douze mois 
précédents.

Utilisation de l’ordinateur/navigation 
sur Internet 

En 2001, plus de la moitié des 
Européens ne se servaient pas de 
l'ordinateur. Par contre, plus de 20 % 
l'utilisaient chaque jour et 16 % 
lutilisaient plusieurs fois par 
semaine principalement comme 
loisir. Trente-cing pour cent des 
Européens naviguaient sur Internet. 
Les Suédois, les Danois, les 
Néerlandais et les Finlandais 
utilisaient Internet davantage que les 
Portugais et les Grecs.

Radio et télévision 

Selon une enquéte réalisée par 
Veronis Suhler Stevenson, l'écoute de 
la radio chez les Américains (de 12 ans 
et plus) a été de 973 heures par 
habitant au cours de l’année 1996!?. 
Ce chiffre est tombé à 971 heures par 
habitant en 2000. Cependant, une 
étude récente indique qu'il y aura un 
léger regain d'intérêt à l'égard de la 
radio en 2005, car on a prévu une 
augmentation des heures d'écoute de 
la radio par habitant. 


Une autre enquête réalisée en 2002 
par Mediamark Research! révèle que 
84 % des Américains (de 18 ans et 
plus) avaient écouté la radio la 
semaine précédente. Cette enquéte a 
permis de constater qu'il y a un 
pourcentage un peu plus élevé 
d'hommes (86 %) que de femmes 

(83 %) qui écoutent la radio. De façon 
générale, à mesure que l'âge 
augmentait, le temps consacré à 
l'écoute de la radio diminuait. De 
plus, les groupes plus instruits et 


ayant un revenu plus élevé étaient 
portés a écouter davantage la radio. 
Selon l’enquéte de Veronis Suhler 
Stevenson, l'écoute de la télévision 
est à la hausse aux Etats-Unis!*. En 
1996, l’écoute de la télévision était de 
1 559 heures par habitant par année, 
comparativement a 1 633 heures en 
2000. Selon l'enquête de Mediamark 
Research, 94 % des Américains : 
avaient regardé la télévision la 
semaine précédente!>. Le groupe des 
65 ans et plus écoutait davantage la 
télévision que les autres groupes 
d’age. Le pourcentage d’hommes qui 
regardaient la télévision était 
légérement plus élevé que celui des 
femmes. Contrairement à l’écoute de 
la radio, l'instruction et le revenu 
n'avaient aucune influence sur le 
nombre d’heures. d’écoute de la 
télévision. 


Lecture 


Lors d’une enquéte du National 
Endowment for the Arts en 200215, 
46 % des répondants ont déclaré 
qu'ils avaient lu des pièces de 
théatre, de la poésie, des romans et 
des nouvelles au cours de l’année 
précédente. Plus précisément, 45 % 
ont déclaré avoir lu un roman ou une 
nouvelle au cours de la derniére 
année, 12 % ont dit avoir lu de la 
poésie et 4 % ont dit avoir lu des 
pièces de théâtre. On a constaté des 
taux de lecture plus élevés chez ceux 
qui avaient des niveaux de scolarité 
et de revenu élevés. 


Selon l'enquête de Mediamark 
Research de 2001!7, 43 % des Améri- 
cains (de 18 ans et plus) avaient lu 
des livres au cours des 12 mois 
précédents. Le taux de lecture des 
journaux était de 79 % en 2001. 


Navigation sur Internet/jeux 
électroniques 

Selon l'enquête de 2000 sur l’état de 
la population (2000 Current 
Population Survey)'8, 51 % des 
ménages aux États-Unis possédaient 
un ordinateur ou plus en août 2000, 
soit une augmentation par rapport à 
la proportion de 42 % en décembre 
1998. En 2000, 42 % des ménages 
américains comptaient au moins un 
membre qui naviguait sur Internet, 
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ce qui représente une augmentation 
par rapport à 1998 et 1997 où les 
taux d'utilisation d'Internet étaient 
respectivement de 26 % et de 18 %. 
Environ 11 % des jeunes de 3 à 17 
ans utilisaient Internet pour jouer à 
des jeux et se divertir, comparative- 
ment à 5 % seulement des adultes 
(de 18 ans et plus). 


Plus les gens avaient un niveau élevé 
de scolarité, plus ils étaient suscepti- 
bles d'utiliser Internet.

Ceux qui utilisaient le 
plus Internet à la maison étaient les 
personnes de 25 à 44 ans et les 
ménages de couples mariés. 


Participation à des activités de loisirs/ 
manifestations artistiques 

Selon l'enquête de 2002 sur la 
participation du public aux arts, près 
du tiers des adultes américains 

(32 %) avaient visité un parc 
historique au cours des 12 mois 
précédents. Environ la même 
proportion (33 %) avaient assisté à 
des festivals des arts et à des foires 
d'artisanat; 27 % avaient visité un 
musée d'art; environ un adulte sur 
six (17 %) était allé voir au moins une 
comédie musicale et environ un 
adulte sur huit (12 %) avait assisté a 
une pièce de théâtre ou à un concert 
de musique classique. Approxima- 
tivement un adulte sur vingt-cinq 

(4 %) avait assisté à un spectacle de 
ballet et environ un adulte sur trente 
(3 %) était allé à l’opéra!®.

Les activités de loisirs dans 
le monde - qu’avons-nous 
appris? 

Bien que les données sur les activités 
de loisirs ne soient pas directement 
comparables entre les pays, on peut 
dégager des thèmes communs et des 
similitudes marquées. L’écoute de la 
télévision et la lecture sont les 
activités de loisirs les plus populaires 
à la maison, tandis que l'écoute de la 
radio et la navigation sur Internet 
sont moins populaires. Les hommes 
sont plus enclins a regarder la 
télévision et a naviguer sur Internet, 
tandis que les femmes semblent 
préférer la lecture. Les hommes sont 
plus enclins à lire les journaux, 
tandis que les femmes préférent 
généralement les livres et les revues. 


Le cinéma est le lieu de détente le 
plus populaire à l’extérieur de la 
maison. De façon générale, les 
femmes sont plus nombreuses à 
participer aux activités ou manifes- 
tations artistiques, tandis que les 
hommes participent en plus grand 
nombre aux activités ou événements 
sportifs (bien qu'il n’y ait pas de 
modèles uniformes d’une activité à 
l'autre). Des niveaux de scolarité et 
de revenu élevés sont généralement 
associés à des taux plus élevés de 
participation à des activités de loisirs 


Les 
ménages ayant un revenu élevé, ceux 
dont les membres sont actifs sur le 
marché du travail, ceux qui ont des 
enfants qui vivent encore à la maison 
et ceux qui ont un niveau de scolarité 
élevé sont les plus susceptibles 
d'utiliser un ordinateur et de 
naviguer sur Internet.

Commerce culturel 
Canada-Cuba 


(Deuxiéme d’une série de profils sur

Le voisin fait jouer a tue-téte une 
cassette de Brian Adams, dérangeant 
les enfants qui écoutent Degrassi 
Junior High a la télé.

Comme le montre le graphique, 
l'excédent de 2002 vis-à-vis de Cuba 
s’est accru en raison d’une montée 
subite de 1,4 million de dollars de la 
valeur des exportations.

Entre 
1991 et 2003, l'emploi dans le 
secteur culturel a augmenté de 
2,5 % par année, comparative- 
ment a 1,7 % pour la main- 
d'œuvre totale. 


e Le nombre d'emplois à temps plein 
et a temps partiel dans le secteur 
culturel a augmenté considérable- 
ment entre 1991 et 2003. En 
2003, le nombre d’emplois a 
temps plein dans le secteur 
culturel a atteint un nouveau 
sommet d'environ 463 000, ce qui 
représente une augmentation de 
27 % par rapport a 1991.

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The culture sector labour force: Has the 1990s boom turned to bust? 


By Michel Durand 


The forces of economic, social, political and 
technological change are radically transforming the 
world of culture and its labour force. The 1980s saw a 
rapid expansion of the culture workforce to meet 
increased demand for culture goods and services. This 
period of growth paused with the 1990-91 recession; 
jobs, earnings and revenues all fell off. With the end of 
the recession the labour market rebounded and culture 
workers rode this high employment wave throughout 
the remainder of the decade. Many factors influence the 
well-being of Canada’s culture sector and its workforce: 
the country’s general economic conditions; government 
programs and policies; and consumer demand, of both 
domestic and imported culture goods and services. 


Countries have become more conscious of the role that 
culture plays in their development, their identity and 
the sustenance of their value systems. In many 
countries culture sectors are now targets of 
international economic development policies. Global 
trade and the continued high demand in Canada for 
imported culture goods and services makes the culture 
economy in this country (and in turn employment in 
the culture sector) variable and highly competitive. 


The direct impact of the culture sector in Canada, as 
measured by its contribution to Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP), was estimated at $26 billion in 2001, 
with total direct employment reaching an estimated 


740,000 jobs.! With only modest growth in Canadians’ 
spending on culture activities throughout the 1990s, 
Canada’s culture sector may increasingly look to the 
export market to help counteract slower growth in the 
domestic market. 


1 Estimates were developed by the Culture Statistics Program 
using the expenditure or final demand approach, consisting of 
the sum of all sales which firms have made to final users (to 
consumers, to governments, to businesses on capital accounts, 
or in export markets). 
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Defining the Culture Sector 


The system used to classify industries, including the culture sector, is the North 
American Industrial Classification System (NAICS). This study used the following 
NAICS industry codes to examine employment growth in the culture sector: 


3231: Printing and related support activities 
3343: Audio and video equipment manufacturing 
4512: Book, periodical and music stores 

5111: Book, newspaper, periodical publishers 
5121: Motion pictures and video industries 

5122: Sound recording industries 

5131: Radio and public broadcasting 

5132: Pay TV and specialty television 

5141: Information services 

5413: Architecture’ 

5414: Specialised design services 

5418: Advertising and related services 

7111: Performing arts companies 

7115: Independent artists, writers and performers 
7121: Heritage institutions 


It should be noted that employment data for the following culture industries are not 
available from the LFS: arts and culture education; government culture departments 
and agencies; manufacturing of culture goods; wholesale of culture goods; retail of 
culture goods; and support industries (unions, associations, etc.). 


These exclusions primarily explain the difference between the culture sector work- 
force count of 578,000 workers in 2001 and the economic impact employment figure 
of 733,000 jobs. 


Defining the Culture Sector Workforce 


The culture sector workforce in this study is broken down as follows: 


+ Workers occupying culture occupations (e.g., performing artists, authors, 
composers, dancers, etc.) in the culture sector industries: some 174,000 workers 
in 2001. 


Workers in non culture occupations in the culture sector industries (e.g., clerks, 
secretaries, accountants, and salespeople, etc.): some 404,000 workers in 2001. 


The LFS classifies as full-time, persons who usually work at least 30 hours a week at 
their primary occupation. 


* The four-digit architecture code cannot be used because it includes activity that is not part of 
culture. The occupation code for architects is used instead. 


Consumer spending on 
culture goods and services in 
Canada slows in the 1990s 


Spending on culture goods and 
services in the 1990s was sluggish. 
When accounting for the growth in 
the number of households and price 
increases (inflation), the average 
Canadian household increased 
expenditures on culture activities and 
events by 4% between 1992 and 
2000 (or 0.5% annually). This 
compares to an increase of 7% for all 
goods and services (or 0.8% 
annually). 


Furthermore, the overall participation 
rate in culture activities actually 
declined 6.5% between 1992 and 
1998.” The discrepancy between 
participation and expenditure may be 
explained by price increases for many 
culture goods and services. While 
consumers are spending more on 
culture activities than they did ten 
years ago at an aggregate level, in 
many cases this may be due to 
higher prices rather than increased 
demand.°*

current to constant dollars? 


The consumer price index (CPI), which measures the rate of price change for various 
goods and services bought by Canadians, is used to deflate the value of current to 
constant dollars. A number of CPI indexes relevant to the culture sector were selected 
and assigned a value of 100 for 1992. For the vast majority of spending categories in 
the Survey of Household Spending, there is a one-to-one match to categories of CPI 
indexes or a very close facsimile. The listing below shows some examples of these 


matches: 


Spending category in the SHS 
Newspapers 
Magazines 


Rental of cablevision and satellite services 
Artists’ materials, handicrafts and hobbycraft kits 


CPI Index Used

Magazines and periodicals 
Cablevision (including pay TV)

For the two spending categories “works of art, carvings and vases” and “antiques,” 
the closest matches with the CPI for “furniture” and “durable goods” are used, 
respectively. Finally, there is one spending category, “CDs, tapes, videos and 
videodiscs”, for which a new combined index was created. 


Once the CPI for each year from 1992 (base year = 100) to 2000 is tabulated, the 
corresponding expenditures related to the SHS are divided by it and multiplied by the 
base year. The resulting data in constant dollar values provide a better indicator of 
real growth in expenditures because the effects of inflation are removed.

Job growth in the culture 
sector outpaces that of the 
overall labour market 


Culture sector employment grew 
twice as fast as the total workforce in 
the 1980s. Despite some erosion in 
consumer participation in the 1990s, 
the sector maintained strong employ- 
ment growth. Over fifteen million 
Canadians were employed in 2002

The culture sector labour force grew more rapidly than the total labour force, 1991 to 2002 


and 577,000 (3.7%) of them worked 
in the culture sector (Table 2). While 
the total number of employed 
workers in Canada grew 20% 
between 1991 and 2002, the growth 
in employment in the culture sector 
was significantly higher at 31%. 
However, most of this growth 
occurred before 1999. In fact, the 
culture sector workforce hardly 
increased between 2000 and 2002. 


Both full-time and part-time jobs in 
the culture sector grew significantly 
between 1991 and 2002 (Table 3). 
The number of full-time jobs reached 
460,000 in 2001, a 27% increase (or 
2.4% annually) over 1991. But the 
number of full-time culture jobs 
declined 3% in 2002 to 449,000. The 
number of part-time jobs, however, 
continued to grow, increasing 63% 
(or 4.6% annually) between 1991 and 
2002 (Table 2). Over the same period, 
the unemployment rate for workers 
in the culture sector dropped from 
7.9% to 6.4%. Moreover, workers in 
the culture sector enjoyed lower 
unemployment rates than the 
workforce at large (10.3% in 1991 
and 7.7% in 2002). 


Export market and 
government contributions 
boost culture sector 
employment 


Given the weak domestic market for 
culture products in the 1990s, 
averaging 1.3% annual growth 
between 1992 and 2000 (Table 1), 
much of the increase in culture

employment can be attributed to 
increases in government grants and 
contributions® and the healthy 
performance of the sector in the 
export market. All levels of govern- 
ment have fostered growth of the 
culture sector, using a variety of 
measures such as tax incentives for 
companies and financial support for 
artists. In particular, federal and 
provincial government assistance for 
export activities has assisted Cana- 
dian film and television, publishing, 
and sound recording companies to 
penetrate foreign markets. 


Only in the past 10 years or so has 
the Canadian culture sector, 
especially film and video production 
and the music industry, made 
significant inroads into foreign 
markets. For example, export sales 
in 1999/2000 accounted for 42% of 
the total production revenue of 
Canadian film and video producers 
compared with 14% in 1991/92.® 
Sales of exported culture products 
increased about 38% between 1996 
and 2000, to reach $4.5 billion.’ 
Much of the growth of the culture 
sector workforce can be accounted 
for by this increased penetration into 
foreign markets. 


For many culture industries, 
government assistance remains 
essential for their survival, although 
the proportions of grants and 
contributions to total revenue vary 
considerably by discipline. The 
proportions range from a few 
percentage points for book and 
periodical publishing, music, film 
and broadcasting industries, to 25% 
to 35% for festivals and not-for-profit 
performing arts, and to over 60% for 
heritage institutions.® Growth in the 
culture workforce over the 1990s can 
be attributed in part to increases in 
government assistance. In 2000/01, 
federal and provincial government 
funding of culture activities and 
institutions in the form of grants and 
contributions reached almost 

$1.9 billion, a 30% increase over 
1995.9 | 


Public sector employment 
drops and self-employment 
rises steeply 


The culture sector is composed of 
three types of businesses: public 
institutions, private businesses, and 
the self-employed (Table 3). The 
growth in the workforce in each 
business type varied considerably 


over the last decade. The number of 


culture sector employees working in 
public institutions dropped 30% from 
a high of 51,000 in 1992 to 36,000 in 
2002. Culture jobs in public 
institutions represented 6.2% of the 
culture workforce in 2002, down 
from 10.1% in 1991. The number of 
culture jobs in private businesses 


increased 30% over the same period 
to 394,000 (Table 4). 


The number of self-employed workers 


in the culture sector increased 57% 
(or 4.2% annually) between 1991 and 
2002, to reach almost 148,000. Self- 
employment is indeed a striking 


feature of the culture sector work- 


force. One in four workers in the 


culture sector was self-employed in

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research points to employer prac- 
tices, such as downsizing and sub- 
contracting, as a driving force.!? On 
the other hand, it is argued that 
some workers prefer certain lifestyle 
aspects of their self-employment 
experience, in particular the indepen- 
dence, flexibility, and the variety that 
self-employment offers. In volatile 
sectors such as culture, some self- 
employed workers may prefer to 
control their own work lives. By 
having multiple clients or projects 
they are not “putting all their eggs in 
one basket” and, therefore, do not 
have to depend on the fortunes of 
one employer. Finally, the rapid 
growth of particular culture indus- 
tries could also be a factor. The film 
and video business, for example, is 
dependent on self-employed or free- 
lance workers because much of their 
work is done on a project-by-project 
basis. 


Culture occupations also 
rode the high employment 
wave 


Of the 577,000 employees in the 
culture sector in 2002, about 30% of 
them worked in culture occupations, 
such as creative and artistic produc- 
tion, and heritage collection and 
preservation. The number of jobs in 
culture occupations rose 66% (or 
5.2% annually) between 1991 and 
2001, reaching almost 174,000 jobs 
by 2001 before decreasing 2% the 
following year to about 172,000 jobs 
(Table 5). Employment in both private 
and public culture occupations 
dropped in 2002. Almost four out of 
every five jobs in culture occupations 
were full-time. Many culture occupa- 
tions fared well in the 1990s, with

an even faster pace. In particular, 
growth of more than 125% over the 
1991 to 2002 period occurred in the 
“producer, director, choreographer,” 
“actor,” “dancer,” “theatre, fashion, 
and exhibit designers,” and “artisans 
and craftspersons” occupation 


categories (Table 6). 


Creative and performing 
artists continue to struggle 
financially 


Canada has many prominent Cana- 
dian artists and success stories. 
Best-selling authors are frequently in 
the news, along with top-selling 
recording artists, actors, directors, 
composers, painters and others. 
However, the Survey of Labour and 
Income Dynamics (SLID) suggests 
that for every successful creative and 
performing artist there are many with 


earnings below those of the average 
Canadian worker. 


Although 80% of those in culture 
occupations are employed full-time, 
some culture occupations do not 
conform to the traditional pattern of 
full-time work. For example, many 
creative and performing artists do not 
have steady work and have low 
annual incomes from their profes- 
sional occupations and supplement 
them with revenue generated by part- 
time work outside their area of 
professional expertise. Others may 
face a lack of steady income as they 
often move from one job to another. 
The incidence of multiple jobs and 
income sources, and on-again, off- 
again employment patterns, are very 
common in this field. Overall, culture 
workers earned, on average, $28,000 
in 1999 compared to $30,000 for

employed workers. hours worked. The Labour Force 
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Survey shows that most culture job 
holders have a post-secondary degree 
or diploma. In fact, 83% of culture 
workers reported having a degree, 
compared to 62% of all workers in 
1999. Even so, SLID data show that 
the premium for higher education is 
lower for culture occupations than it 
is for other types of work.!3 The most 
recent SLID earnings estimates show 
self-employed culture workers earned 
on average $18,000. This average is 
some 60% of the average earnings for 
the self-employed in other occupa- 
tions ($28,000) and 50% of the 
earnings for culture workers with 
paid employment. 


The culture sector in the 
new millennium 


Although the workforce has conti- 
nued to grow, employment in the 
culture sector grew by only 0.3% in 
2001. The domestic culture industry 
is facing increased pressures from 
imports of culture goods and 
services. The value of imported 
culture goods, services and 
intellectual property reached 

$7.5 billion in 2000, up 23% from 
1996.14 In 2000, 43% of the record 
sales of Canadian-controlled firms 
were sales of recordings by foreign 
artists.!° In 2000/2001, imports by 
Canadian-controlled firms accounted 
for 43% of book sales, and 57% of the 
film and video distribution revenue of 
Canadian-controlled companies. !& 


While imports generate an estimated 
200,000 to 300,000 jobs in Canada!” 
(mostly administrative and support 
staff), they also offer strong 
competition for Canadian works. 
Because it remains extremely difficult 
to develop, produce and distribute 
Canadian products at a profit given 
the relatively small size of the 
market, the culture sector in Canada 
remains very much dependent on the 
import of culture commodities. 


Public sector policies and programs, 
levels of business and private 
investment, consumer demand, and 
levels of imports/exports all affect the 
growth of the culture sector labour 
force in Canada. Future growth may 
also depend increasingly on 
opportunities offered by the 
international marketplace and new 
technologies. This is particularly 
important given the modest growth in 
consumer demand achieved on the 
domestic front and the public sector's 
limited ability to increase funding.

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My money, my choice: 
Exploring consumer 
spending on 
entertainment services

Where will you choose to spend your 
entertainment dollar? Will you go to 
see a movie? How about the sym- 
phony? Or would you rather stay in 
and catch a movie on TV? As options 
in the consumer entertainment 
market expand and people have 
greater choice in the entertainment 


services available to them, consu- 
mers will increasingly be able to pick 
and choose where to spend their 
entertainment dollars. In 2001, 
Canadians spent a total of $8.7 billion! 
on entertainment services, ranging 
from the rental of cablevision and 
satellite services to attendance at live 
sporting events. In 2001 constant 
dollars, (see section on methodology) 
this represented an increase in 
spending of 11% from 1997. 


As the entertainment market 
continues to grow, service providers 
face challenges in retaining existing 
users and attracting new ones.” News 
stories of struggling movie chains 
and professional sports teams have 
become quite common. Entertain- 
ment services industries rely on 
spending by various types of 
households. Knowledge about the 
characteristics of consumers and 
their spending patterns enables 
entertainment service providers to 
market their products to meet the 
needs of the current market, and to 
develop programs to attract new 
consumers. 


In 2001, the average household spent 
1.3% of its total expenditures on a 
variety of entertainment pursuits. 
Although this is a relatively small 
portion of a household’s total budget, 
most households report spending on 
at least one entertainment service in 
a given year. Such spending is 
generally considered discretionary,

available services. Previous research 
looking at differences in spending on 
entertainment services has shown 
that consumer preferences vary 
across socio-economic factors such 
as income, household type, and 
geographical region.? This article 
examines household spending on 
entertainment services in 2001, 
focusing on differences in spending 
by household type and income. 


Spending on entertainment 
services increased but at a 
slower rate than overall 
spending 

While total household expenditures 
increased 13% between 1997 and 
2001, entertainment expenditures 
increased only 11%. Canadian 
households spent $8.7 billion on 
entertainment in 2001, an average of 
$750 per household. This compares 
to a total of $7.8 billion, or an 
average of $720, in 1997. 


“Cocooning” continues: 
more than half of a 
household’s entertainment 
budget now goes to 
cablevision and satellite 
rental services 


Similar to entertainment spending 
patterns in 1997, there was evidence 
that Canadians continued to 
“cocoon” in 2001, spending more on 
entertainment inside the home and 
less outside the home. For example, 
the percentage of entertainment 
spending that went to the rental of 
cablevision/satellite services 


increased from 48% in 1997, to 53% . 


in 2001, while the average 
expenditure per household on these 
services increased from $344 to. 
$398.+ 


Movie theatre admissions was the 
only other category of entertainment 
on which Canadians spent signifi- 
cantly more in 2001 than they did in 
1997.° Not only did more households 
attend movies in 2001, they also

spent more, on average, on movie 
admissions than in 1997. Although 
movie theatres struggled in 2001,° 
households spent an average of $100 
on movie theatre admissions, a 14% 
increase over 1997. 


Attendance at live sporting 
events, museums and 
performing arts losing 
ground in popularity 

In 2001, relative to 1997, there were 
10% fewer households reporting

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Methodology 


Data Source. The data for this article 
come from the 1997 and 2001 Survey 
of Household Spending (SHS). This is 
an annual cross-sectional survey. 


The SHS analytical file contains 
detailed information concerning 
household spending on all goods and 
services, including food, shelter, 
transportation, recreation and other 
items. Detailed demographic informa- 
tion is also available for a number of 
categories such as the income and age 
of household members, family type and 
geographical area. 


The detailed analyses computed for 
2001 were based on 16,385 full-year 
Canadian households (households in 
which at least one member of the 
household resided for the entire 
52-week reference year). Households 
from the ten provinces and three 
territories were included in the sample. 


Entertainment services items. The 
following items were chosen to reflect

Statistical significance. The significant 
differences reported in this paper were 
tested at a = 0.05. 


Household types. The household types 
included in this article were (1) one- 
person households, (2) couples without 
children, (3) couples with children, and (4) 
lone-parent households. These 
households account for 88.8% of all 
Canadian households. Excluded from 
analysis were households with additional 
people such as related family members 
outside the nuclear family, or unrelated 
individuals. 

Income quintiles. Households were 
ranked in ascending order according to

their before-tax income. The ranked 
households were then divided into five 
groups, or quintiles, such that the 
estimated number of households in 
each group was the same. 


2001 constant dollars. To facilitate 
historical comparisons, all expenditures 
presented in this article have been 
converted to 2001 dollars to account for 
the effects of inflation. Total household 
expenditure was adjusted using the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) all-items 
index, cable and satellite services were 
adjusted using the CPI cablevision index, 
and videotapes/DVDs and video games 
were adjusted using the CPI rental of 
videotapes index. All other 
entertainment services categories were 
adjusted using the CPI spectator services 
(excluding cablevision) index.

spending on museums and other 
venues, and 6% fewer going to see 
live performing arts. Although 
households that purchased tickets to 
sporting events in 2001 spent 
approximately the same as in 1997 
(an average of $206), the number of 
households reporting expenditures 
on sporting events saw the largest 
decline of all forms of entertainment 


—a 14% decline. Other data 
regarding attendance at live sporting 
events also supports the notion of its 
decline in popularity. The Montreal 
Expos, for example, saw an 
astonishing 57% decrease in 
attendance between 1997 and 2001; 
and the Toronto Blue Jays 
experienced a 26% decline in 
attendance during the same period.’ 


The decline in popularity of live 
sporting events may be due, in part, 
to the escalating cost of ticket prices 
for sporting events. For example, in 
1997, a family of four might have

paid around $390 to attend a Toronto 
Maple Leafs hockey game (in con- 
stant $2001 dollars). By 2001, the 
cost for the same outing would have 
risen to about $469.® 


Households spending less on 
videotape and DVD rental 


In 2001, 60% of households reported 
spending on rental of videotapes 
and/or DVDs, with total expendi- 
tures nearing $1.2 billion. While 16% 
of the average household entertain- 
ment budget went toward videotape 
and DVD rentals in 1997, this 
percentage dropped to 13% in 2001. 
At the same time, the average 
expenditure per household on 
video/DVD rental decreased 12%, 
from $187 in 1997 to $165 in 2001. 
The increase in spending for cable- 
vision/satellite services combined 
with the decrease in video/DVD 
rentals may be because of increased 
availability of movies through cable 
and satellite services. Additionally, 
DVDs are marketed more toward 
purchase than rental, compared with 
videos.? 


Income: the more you have, 
the more you spend 


Spending on entertainment services 
also varied by level of household 


income. It is not surprising that both 
the percentage of households that 
spent on entertainment and the 
average amount spent increased with 
income. Households in the highest 
income quintile (see Methodology box 
for an explanation of income quin- 
tiles) accounted for a disproportion- 
ate share of the consumer market for 
entertainment services in 2001. This 
group represented only 20% of all 
households, but accounted for 33% 
of all entertainment expenditures. In 
contrast, households in the two 
lowest income quintiles accounted for 
40% of all households, but only 24% 
of entertainment spending in 2001. 


A large majority of those in the 
highest income households went to 
the movies (87%) and rented videos/ 
DVDs (83%), while about one-third of 
those in the lowest income quintile 
went to the movies (32%), and less 
than one-third rented videos/DVDs 
(30%). Overall, the proportion of 
households that reported spending 
on satellite rental, videogame rental 
and attending live sporting events 
was relatively small. Lower income 
households, however, were far less 
likely to report spending on these 
activities than were higher income 
households.

Examining only households that 
reported each type of expenditure, 
the average amount spent per 
household increased in each income 
quintile. All households, regardless of 
income, spent the largest amount of 
their entertainment budget on 
cablevision and satellite rental. The 
greatest difference in spending 
between the highest and lowest 
income groups occurred for admis- 
sions to live sporting events — those 
in the highest income group spent an 
average of $289 on this activity, while 
those in the lowest income group 
spent an average of just $78.

Couples with children were 
the top spenders in most 
categories of entertainment 


Couples with children accounted for 
the largest share of the entertain- 
ment market. While they made up 
only 32% of all households in 2001, 
they were responsible for 41% of 
expenditures for entertainment 
services. In 2001, couples with 
children spent 27% more on enter- 
tainment than the average Canadian 
household ($953 compared to $750). 
Not surprisingly, one-person house- 
holds spent the smallest amount on 
entertainment in 2001 — an average 
of $483. 


The entertainment services that 
households spent the most on were 
cablevision and satellite rental, going 
to the movies and renting videos 


and/or DVDs. However, substantially 


more households with children 
reported expenditures on DVD/video 


rental and movie admissions than did 


households without children. 


Video games have come a long way 
since the 1970s game “pong”. Today 
the selection of games is endless and 
they have become increasingly life- 
like. Given their popularity with 
children, it is not surprising that this 
market was almost exclusively the 
domain of households with children. 


Couples with children!° were also 
more likely to spend on live sporting 
events and admission to museums 
and other venues compared to other 
households. However, the rental of 
satellite services was primarily the 
domain of couples, whether they had 
children or not. Overall, households 
with children reported spending more 
than other households, on average, 
in all categories except satellite rental 
and admission to live performing 
arts.

Conclusion 


In 2001, cablevision rental was the 
entertainment service of choice for 
the majority of Canadian households. 
Going to the movies and renting 
videotapes/DVDs were very popular 
as well. Taken together, spending in 
these three entertainment categories 
accounted for 76% of total 
entertainment spending in 2001. 


The presence of children in the 
household made a real difference in 
spending patterns. Households with 
children represented the highest 
percentage of reporting households in 
seven of the eight categories of 
entertainment spending, and, on 


average, they spent the most in six of 
the eight categories.

Mambo Italiano- 
Canada-Italy culture 
goods trade 


(First in a series of profiles of 
Canada’s culture trade) 
by Jamie Carson 


When it comes to culture products 
such as sculptures and paintings, 
Italy! has centuries of rich cultural 
heritage to draw upon. It comes as no 
small surprise to see that Italy is a 
major source for culture goods 
imports to Canada. Between 1996 


and 2002, Italy was ranked sixth in 
terms of Canada’s suppliers of 
culture goods. 


Imports from Italy had been flat or 
declining until 2001, but jumped 72% 
year-to-year in 2002 (see Figure 1). 
The increase came despite a sizable 
appreciation of the Euro against the 
Canadian dollar (on average, it cost 
15 Canadian cents more to buy a 
Euro in late 2002 than in late 2001 - 
see Figure 2). Since spending on 
culture goods tends to increase with 
income, it is possible that Canada’s 
2002 growth since 2001 in dispos- 
able income (4.5%) and consumer 
spending by (4.9%) (see CANSIM 
Table 384-0012) contributed to the jump.

Books made up 58% of the culture 
goods imports from Italy in 2002 
($15.7 million out of $27.0 million). 
The second largest category was 
reproductions of visual art, with a 
total value of $4.9 million for the 
year. In the 2001 census, 470,000 Cana- 
dians reported Italian as their mother 
tongue, making it the fourth most 
spoken language in Canada. Never-

theless, information published by the 
Associazione Italiana Editori (A.I.E., 
Italian Publishers Association) 
indicates that a sizable portion of 
book imports from Italy is in English, 
with romance novels and children’s 
books being notable components. 


In terms of exports, Italy was 
Canada’s 20th biggest market in

States dollar (for comparison).

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2002. Canadian culture goods 
exports to Italy have declined by 
$0.9 million between 1996 and 2002 
to $1.2 million. The largest decline 
took place in 1999, when the Cana- 
dian dollar strengthened significantly 
and, concurrently, the Euro came 
into being. Books, other printed 
products, and heritage objects are 
Canada’s main culture goods sold to 
Italy. 


As a side note, according to the 
A.LE., a translation of Mordecai 
Richler’s Barney’s Version was a 
bestseller in Italy in 2001, with an 
estimated $5.1 million (Canadian) in 
bookstore sales alone. The data 
indicate that the edition was printed 
in Italy and is therefore an intellec- 
tual property export, and not a goods 
export. 


Deducting retained imports from 
domestic exports, we find that 
Canada had a negative trade balance 
with Italy in terms of culture goods 
trade: the deficit was $25.8 million in 
2002, fifth-biggest among Canada’s 
trade partners. The current deficit is 
a recent high, and is a significant 
jump from the 2001 figure of 

$14.8 million (a recent low). Overall, 
the deficit widened by 49% between 
1996 and 2002.

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DID YOU KNOW? New data from the sound recording industry, 2000 


Canadian labels reported more than $861.4 million worth of revenues from the sale of sound recordings in 2000. Popular 
music and rock recordings continued to dominate the market, with sales of $622.9 million, or 72% of the market. Sales of 
jazz and blues enjoyed a surge, soaring 45.4% from 1998 to 2000. Jazz and blues labels accounted for sales of almost 
$55.0 million, or 6% of the total market in 2000.

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Hitting a high note: Canadian recording artists in 1998 


By Erika Dugas 


Canadian singers and musicians have taken the world 
by storm. A review of the Canadian and American top 
100 recordings makes evident the resounding success 
of Canadian artists and bands over a significant period 
of time. Names such as Nickelback, Barenaked Ladies, 
Diana Krall, Nelly Furtado, Chantal Kreviazuk, Blue 
Rodeo, Our Lady Peace, and Garou, among others, 
demonstrate the visibility and saleability of Canadian 
recording artists. Over the past few years, the trio of 
Canadian divas — Céline Dion, Shania Twain and Alanis 
Morissette — has accumulated numerous international 
awards and has met unprecedented success. Each has 
topped the charts countless times in the United States, 
Europe and Asia. With the repertoire of Canadian 
artists flourishing, 1998 marked a triumphant year for 
Canadian stars. The sales generated by Canadian

$154 million reported in the sales of recordings by

Canada in context 


According to figures compiled by the 
International Federation of the 
Phonographic Industry (IFPI), Canada 
ranked 6th in terms of the value of 
sales of recorded music and 9th in 
terms of the units or volumes sold in 
the year 2000.! Industry estimates 
have placed the retail value of the 
Canadian sound recording market in 


discs, tapes, videos and videodiscs in 
2000 totaled $114 in Canada.* 


What you should know about the Sound Recording Survey 


This Sound Recording Survey includes data from enterprises that produce records, 
prerecorded tapes or compact discs manufactured from master tapes either owned by 
them or leased from others. Included also are companies with some revenue from the 
leasing, consignment or sale of master tapes. Generally speaking, this census of 
companies includes all known record labels or other companies with record labels, as 
well as record production firms. This article focuses on the results of the 1998 Sound 
Recording Survey. Currently, data are being processed from the Sound Recording 
Survey for the 2000 calendar year and will be released shortly. 


Starting in 1995-1996, use of the term “Canadian content” in the Sound Recording 
Survey was changed to “Canadian artist”. A musical selection is deemed to be by a 
Canadian artist if the instrumentation or lyrics were principally performed by a 
Canadian citizen or landed immigrant. Previously, a musical selection was deemed to 
be a “Canadian content selection” if it fulfilled any two of the following conditions 
(established by the Canadian Radio-Television and Telecommunications Commis- 
sion): the music was composed by a Canadian; the instrumentation or lyrics were 
principally performed by a Canadian; the live performance was wholly recorded in 
Canada; or the lyrics were written by a Canadian. 


In 1998, the reference period of the Sound Recording Survey was revised to coincide 
with the calendar year. The 1995-1996 survey asked respondents to report data for 
their financial year ending between April 1, 1995 and March 31, 1996, whereas the 
1998 survey requested data for the financial year ending between January 1, 1998 
and December 31, 1998. The impact of the above change is that for companies whose 
financial year ends in January to March there will be a two-year gap between the 
financial years for which data are reported in the 1995-1996 and 1998 surveys, while 
for companies whose financial year ends in April to December there will be a three- 
year gap. This implies that when comparing the 1995-1996 and 1998 Sound 
Recording Survey data (for companies reporting in both surveys), the gap between the 
two surveys cannot be considered as being over the same specified period of time for 
all companies. Rather, comparison between the two data sets is a mix of comparisons 
over a two-year period and comparisons over a three-year period. The impact of the 
companies with a three-year span relative to those with a two-year span varies 
depending on the variable being considered. In terms of number of companies, 87% 
of the companies reporting in both survey years were companies with a three-year 
span. However, from an economic point of view companies from a three-year span 
accounted for 73% of the total revenue in 1998. 


New companies were added to the survey frame both in 1995-1996 and 1998. In 
some cases, companies that had been newly incorporated into the survey frame were 
discovered to have been active during a previous survey period. In 1998, 83 compa- 
nies were added to the frame which had also been in operation in 1995-1996. These 
additional companies represented about 1.5% of the total revenue in 1998. In this 
article, percentage comparisons between 1998 and 1995-1996 survey years were 
based on adjustments that offset these changes to the frame and thus accurately 
reveal underlying trends. 


Over 18 million® Canadians 15 years 
of age and over listened to cassettes, 
CDs or records in 1998, representing 
about 77% of the population. Over 
two-fifths® of Canadians who listened 
to CDs, cassettes or records, did so 
on a daily basis. Besides listening to 
CDs in our homes, many of us listen 
to music while driving our cars or 
sitting on the bus on the way to 
work. Music can be heard on the 
traditional media, such as AM and 
FM radio stations or on our CD 
players, or via newer media such as 
radio over the Internet and cable TV 
or MP3 players. Not surprisingly, 
younger age groups (15 to 24 and 25 
to 29) were more likely to listen to 
cassettes, CDs or records on a daily 
basis than other age groups.

Despite the popularity of listening to 
recordings, a study conducted by the 
Recording Industry Association of 
America (RIAA)’ suggests that 
listening to music may not always 
translate into purchases. It points 
out that the younger age groups do 
not account for the largest share of 
purchases. A consumer profile study 
in 1998 by the RIAA indicated that 
women tend to purchase more units 
(of recordings) than men. Women 
over 30 accounted for the largest 
share of purchases among women 
while the contrary was true among 
men, with the purchases of men 
under 30 representing a larger share 
than those of their older counter- 
parts. It found that, in general, the 
proportion of purchases accounted 
for by the 15- to 24-year-old group 
dropped slightly between 1997 and 
1998. 


An American study found that the 
percentage of Internet users down- 
loading songs was highest among the 
younger age groups.® The survey 
showed that more than half the 
children (53%) between 12 and 17 
had downloaded music. There was 
some evidence that the prevalence of 
downloading increased with age. For 
instance, 44% of the kids between 
ages 12 to 14 had downloaded music 
and fully 61% of those 15 to 17 had 
done so. Given that music downloads 
were in their infancy in 1998, one 
would expect this phenomenon to 
have had little influence on the music 
sales of that time. 


Canadian-controlled labels 
take the helm in Canadian 
artist sales 


It was a spectacular year for 
Canadian artists in 1998 and for 
many Canadian-controlled com- 
panies. Canadian artists racked up 
impressive sales that were reflected 


by their critical as well as popular 
success. According to the 1998 
Sound Recording Survey, sales by all 
artists reached $891.6 million, with 
over 96 million units sold. Canadian 
artists accounted for 17% of the sales 
of sound recordings by labels in 
Canada, an increase over the 15% 
reported in 1995-1996. The growth of 
sales by Canadian artists was a boon 
for many record labels, including a 
number of Canadian-controlled 
independent companies. Canadian- 
controlled record labels reported 
almost $79 million in sales of 
recordings by Canadian artists, 
representing a 51% share of that 
market in 1998. This represents a 
gain of 5 percentage points in market 
share since 1995-1996. 


However, not all was rosy, even with 
the increase in Canadian artist sales. 
The year 1998 also saw a drop in the 
sales of recordings by foreign artists. 
In fact, the sales of recordings by 
foreign artists released by Canadian- 
controlled labels plummeted to $25 
million in 1998, a decrease of 63% 
from 1995-1996. Foreign-controlled 
labels, on the other hand, saw a 
minimal increase in the sales of 
recordings from foreign artists, with 
the volume of these sales continuing 
to dominate the industry. 


The ‘major’ influence 


The Canadian sound recording 
industry is very concentrated, with 
foreign-controlled subsidiaries of 
multinational music companies 
dominating the industry. In 1998, 
there were 17 foreign-controlled 
companies reporting in Canada and 
these firms held a 71% share of the 
total number of releases and an 88% 
share of the sales of recordings 
(Table 1). An important focus of these 
foreign-controlled firms, comprised 
mostly of the ‘majors’, is to promote 
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Canadian artists on a roll 
in 1998 


1998 proved to be a banner year for 
Canadian artists. Sarah McLachlan's 
album Surfacing was a tremendous 
success and received certification as 
having reached Diamond status as 
did Céline Dion’s album which bore 
her name. Shania Twain’s Come On 
Over was certified Eight Times 
Platinum, as was Céline Dion's These 
Are Special Times and Our Lady 
Peace’s Clumsy while both Alanis 
Morissette’s and Jann Arden's 
albums released that year reached 
Double Platinum status. Certified 
Platinum albums included 
Dubmatique’s La Force de 
Comprendre, Jean Leloup’s Le Dôme, 
Kevin Parent’s Grand Parleur Petit 
Faiseur, and Chantal Kreviazuk’s 
1997 album, Under These Rocks and 
Stones. Even children’s albums sold 
well: two Classical Kid titles, Mozart's 
Magic Fantasy and Mr. Bach Comes To 
Call from The Children’s Group label 
reached record sales in 1998. 
Certified gold albums included those 
by Hagood Hardy, Bran Van 3000, 

. Isabelle Boulay, Lhasa, Rush, Wild 
Strawberries and Sloan.

the releases of foreign singers and 
bands that have been signed by their 
parent companies. It is hardly 
surprising, then, that the bulk of 
sales for these firms derive from 
foreign artists. 


Even so, foreign-controlled firms took 
in almost half of the sales generated 
by Canadian artists. This interest in 
domestic artists in not limited to the

Canadian recording scene. A major 
report from IFPI states that “the 
international recording industry is 
producing more national repertoire 
than ever before, with 7 out of every 
10 records sold worldwide carrying 
music by local artists.”? IPFI 
reported that recordings by domestic 
artists and acts signed to local music 
labels rose from 58% to 68% of sales 
between 1991 and 2000. It seems 
likely, therefore, that domestic acts 
will continue to be in demand and 
sought by both domestic and foreign- 
controlled companies in Canada. 


Industry representatives have 
credited Canadian content 
requirements as a factor in the 
growth of the industry!° and in the 
success of homegrown talent. By 
regulating that a percentage of radio 
play be Canadian content, record 
companies have been encouraged to 
develop Canadian acts that meet 


such a demand. The publicity 
generated by radio play, in turn, has 


promoted Canadian artists in 


Canada. A U.S. study by Edison 
Media Research,!! which examined 


influences on music purchases, 


pinpointed radio airplay as the 


biggest influence on record buying, 
for all age groups. On average, 
Canadians listen to approximately 


20 hours of radio per week primarily 


to stations which have a music 


format. Television also draws an 


audience for music. For younger 


consumers (aged 16 to 24) music 


videos have an important influence. 
Younger age groups (aged 12 to 17) 
spend 4% of their viewing time 


watching music and dance channels 
(e.g. Much Music) almost four times 
that of all age groups 2+ and over 


combined. !2 


Despite this encouragement, the 
music industry remains a tough 


business. Canadian-controlled 
companies have to compete with the 
foreign-controlled firms for Canadian 
repertoire and the competition is 
fierce. Producing records for the 
international market is a costly 
business and requires substantial 
investment; the Canadian Recording 
Industry Association (CRIA) reported 
that production costs now range 
between $300,000 and $500,000 for 
a single recording.!° At such levels, 
Canadian-controlled labels may be 
able to obtain the working capital to 
fund only a few select productions. 
Even. when funds are available for a 
production, companies may not be 
able to promote it adequately, 
particularly in international markets. 


Data from the Sound Recording 
Survey reveal that foreign-controlled 
firms allocate a larger percentage of 
their total expenses to marketing and 
promotion than do domestic com- 
panies. In 1998, foreign-controlled 
companies spent almost a quarter of 
their budgets on promotional 
activities compared to less than a 
fifth spent by Canadian-controlled 
companies. This differential makes it 
extremely difficult for Canadian- 
controlled companies to compete with 
the services, such as international 
distribution and a large-scale

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publicity and promotion infrastruc- 
ture, offered by foreign-controlled 
firms. Consequently, foreign- 
controlled firms have been very 
successful at attracting and signing 
established Canadian talent. While 
multinational firms reported only 
20% of new releases by Canadian 
artists, they accumulated 49% of the 
sales generated by Canadian artists. 


Canadian-controlled firms are the 
traditional repositories of new 
Canadian talent. These domestic 
labels have a prominent role in 
representing talent and searching out 
potential stars. The result is that 
Canadian-controlled firms reported 
the dominant share (80%) of new 
releases by Canadian artists. With 
current technology, even small artist- 
run companies can enter the market 
by producing their own CDs and 


selling them at their concert venues, 
retail stores and over the Internet. 
Short-term or one-time financing, 
through federal government and 
private sector programs, is also 
available for domestic productions, 
providing a welcome cushion that 
helps companies meet the ever- 
expanding costs of doing business. 
Nevertheless, success in this sector 
also requires releases that appeal to 
a wide enough spectrum of the 
population that income is generated 
after expenses. Not all CDs are 
profitable, however, and the risks are 
great. Media reports suggest that 
only about 1 in 10 CDs released 
turns a profit.!4 


The lack of financial strength of many 
Canadian-controlled labels is an 
underlying theme in many evalua- 
tions of the industry. Talent scouts,

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artist development, marketing and 
promotions, high quality productions, 
management training, and distribu- 
tion networks all require major 
financing. It is the larger foreign- 
controlled firms that are more likely 
to have the infrastructure required to 
succeed. 


Sizing it up 

The 1998 Sound Recording Survey 
revealed that larger firms — those 
with record industry-related revenues 
of $1 million and over - outperformed 
the smaller ones. These firms 
dominated the industry with larger 
numbers of releases, greater reve- 
nues, and higher profit margins 
(Table 2). Small companies (revenues 
of under $100,000) battled deficits 
while the larger firms reported profit 
margins of about 15% (asa 
percentage of total revenue). 


As it is most likely that larger 
companies are better able to compete 
for established or emerging Canadian 
artists, it is hardly surprising that 
these same companies have been a 
dominant force in the release and 
sale of recordings by Canadians. In 
1998, companies with revenues 
greater than $1 million had, on 
average, five times the number of 
releases by Canadian artists as the 
small companies. Larger firms 
earned, on average, over $3 million 
from the sales of recordings by 
Canadian artists as compared with 
only $14,000 reported by firms in the 
smallest revenue grouping. 


The importance of having “deep” 
catalogues, which generate regular 
dependable revenues, has an impor- 
tant role to play in the profitability of

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recording companies.!° Industry 
experts have long argued that the 
size and quality of a company’s 
catalogue (including numerous 
previously released works) has a 
measurable impact on a company’s 
success.!© They suggest that “profits 
come largely from having a large 
catalogue...generating income 
without the expenses attached toa 
new release.”!” Given the costs of 
signing the talent, producing the 
album and video, promoting and 
marketing the release, an album has 
to sell many copies to recoup 
expenses and for sales to reach 
profitability. Depending upon the 
label, the quality of the album and 
video and intended audience, 
expenses for production could range 
from thousands to several hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. The same 
can be said for publicity and 
promotion campaigns. Costs can 
include the hiring of independent 
promoters (to ‘pitch’ the recording 
and secure radio play!®), supporting 
promotional appearances, paying 
imaging costs (e.g. hair and make-up) 
and covering advertisements in 
magazines or newspapers. Therefore, 
it is not surprising that companies 
depend on their blockbuster releases, 
including past hits from their 
catalogue, to offset losses of any new 
products that may be less successful. 


The Canadian recording industry is 
very volatile; many artist-run 
companies or small labels struggle to 
remain economically viable, while 
moving in and out of the industry, 
being active one year but not the 
next. In such an environment, it is a 
challenge for many of these compa- 
nies to develop sufficient industry 
experience and maintain trained 
staff. In 1998, the average number of 
employees for smaller revenue firms 
was half that of medium sized firms 
and approximately 35 times less than 


New initiatives to strengthen the Canadian sound recording industry 


The Department of Canadian Heritage has recently launched a comprehensive policy 
framework that invests in the Canadian sound recording sector at every level — from 
creator to audience. In support of the framework objectives, the new Canada Music 
Fund (CMF) has been established. Built on the success of the former Sound 
Recording Development Program (SRDP), the CMF is a series of eight programs 
designed to ensure that both in Canada and internationally, consumers have access 
to a diverse selection of Canadian music. 


This fund introduces a new and integrated range of both proven and innovative 
programs. The Music Entrepreneur Program (MEP), a new component of the CMF, 
will provide company-based funding to Canadian music entrepreneurs to make the 
transition to the global and digital economy, to effectively develop Canadian talent, 
and to ultimately become self sufficient. Another new program is the Creator's 
Assistance Program, which will help artists create high-quality Canadian musical 
works. The various components of the Canada Music Fund are administered by 
FACTOR (Foundation to Assist Canadian Talent on Records), MUSICACTION, the 
Canada Council for the Arts, the SOCAN (Society of Composers, Authors and Music 
Publishers of Canada) Foundation, Telefilm Canada, the National Library and by the 
Department of Canadian Heritage. 


Overall, public funding for the sound recording sector provided by the federal, provin- 
cial and territorial governments totalled about $15 million in 1999-2000. Examples of 
provincial or territorial support programs for sound recording include those adminis- 
tered by SODEC (Societé de développement des entreprises culturelles du Quebec), 


the Ontario Media Development Corporation and Manitoba Film and Sound. 


The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission's (CRTC) 
Commercial Radio Policy also requires radio broadcasters to make financial 
contributions in support of Canadian musical talent. As part of this Canadian talent 
development initiative, broadcasters are required to make payments to third party 
funding programs, on an annual basis, as well as upon approval of transfers of 
ownership or control of radio stations. Third party funding organizations (for 
example, FACTOR, MUSICACTION, Radio StarmakerFund, Fonds RadioStar) that 
receive these financial contributions provide assistance to all facets of the Canadian 


recording industry.

the average number of employees in 
larger sized firms. Moreover, many 
smaller companies rely mostly on 
freelancers, while firms in the largest 
revenue grouping primarily hire staff, 
both full time and part time. Even so, 
it is probable that many of the larger 
revenue Canadian-controlled firms 
still have a formidable task as they 
try to develop the business skills 
needed to succeed in this highly 
competitive sector. 


Technology and new 
challenges 

The Internet today provides untold 
opportunities for illegal file 
downloads and the swapping of song 


files. Music industry representatives 
argue that the ‘music for free’ 
mentality is causing the industry to 
face one of the greatest challenges in

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its history.!9 In addition, there is the 
issue of duplicating houses that 

. manufacture and distribute illegal or 
pirated copies of CDs and the 
retailers who sell these copied CDs in 
foreign markets. 


An IFPI report on pirate sales showed 
that sales of illegal music outnum- 
bered that of legal sales in 21 coun- 
tries.2° 


Advances in technology in the past 
few years have not only made it 
possible to record music on blank 
CDs (CD burning), but have also 
given rise to the MP3, an audio 
format, which enables audio files to 
be compressed to a size suitable for 
transmission over the Internet. Such 
transmission capabilities have 
encouraged the proliferation of free 
but illegal music swapping sites. 
While Napster, which was one of the 
most popular sites, has been 
curtailed by a much-publicized 
lawsuit, other free music swapping 
sites have blossomed, possibly 
exceeding Napster’s success. File- 
sharing sites such as Audiogalaxy, 
KaZaA, Madster, Gnutella and 
MP3.com have sprung up. More 
recently, some file-swapping sites 
have settled lawsuits with recording 
industry associations although others 
are still pending. 


According to the Household Internet 
Use Survey, 44% of all Internet 
households downloaded music from 
the Internet in 2000 whereas only 
27% of Internet households did so in 
1999.7! Recording industry sources 
contend that illegal file swapping and 
downloading of music (free of charge) 
will have a negative impact on the 
sales of recordings as well as the 
royalties earned by record companies 
and artists. A Canadian copyright 


collective asserts that only 1 in 10 
Canadians who copy sound record- 
ings actually owns the original.22 The 
debate continues, with some artists 
arguing that such downloading may 
actually encourage fans to buy 
records. Many underground or 
unsigned bands may feel the Internet 
gives them wider exposure, while 
others are worried about the long 
term impact that illegal file swapping 
may have on music sales. 


Critics argue that consumers are 
interested in compiling their own 
CDs of songs and having the flexi- 
bility to copy and listen to music on 
portable players or in their cars. 
Record companies in the U.S. are 
trying to address consumers’ needs 
for such services by launching their 
own on-line subscription services. 
Only time will tell as to their success. 
EMI (partnered with Liquid Audio 
Inc.) through its Internet subscription 
service called “BurnITFIRST.com””’ is 
trying to meet such requirements for 
its Christian record label. Using this 
service, with certain restrictions, 
consumers can create their own 
custom-made compact discs and 
download songs from EMI's Christian 
label to portable devices. Other 
digital music subscription services 
include Rhapsody, MusicNet, 
Pressplay, FullAudio and 
Emusic.com. While online music 
sharing may be inevitable, the music 
industry’s concern about its impact 
on record sales, and the need to find. 
measures to combat it, are far from 
resolved. 


Another problem facing the industry 
is the “burn and return” phenome- 
non that involves the burning of 
personal CDs from albums bought 
from retailers. The HMV music store 
chain put an end to their no- 
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questions asked return policy as of 
January 2002 and now only accepts 
unopened merchandise for refund. 
This policy change was effected to 
discourage customers from buying a 
recording, burning it onto a compact 
disc and then returning it.*4 


To discourage CD copying, record 
firms are looking into new 
technologies that will make it . 
impossible to produce copies of discs. 
Copy-protected CDs by Midbar,?° 
Macrovision, and SunnComm are 
being released by some labels in the 
U.S. and Europe while other firms 
are looking into releasing music in a

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new format, a DataPlay disc.?© The 
European edition of Céline Dion’s 
album, A New Day Has Come, used 
Key2Audio protection technology. 
These new technologies come with 
their own set of challenges. Con- 
sumers’ complaints about the CDs 
not working on some CD players or 
on standard DVD players or their 
PCs suggest that further refinements 
will have to be developed to keep 
consumers happy. 


Difficult times face the music indus- 
try with technology creating many of 
the most difficult challenges. With 
the passing of time, the industry 
hopes that new technologies will no 
longer be a threat but will provide 
record labels with opportunities to 
share their wares over the informa- 
tion highway. 


Regardless of the challenges faced by 
the sound recording industry, one 
thing is clear - Canadian artists 
continue to top the charts. Avril 
Lavigne’s first album Let Go was 
released in Canada in June 2002 and 
had reached number one within 
weeks of its release. By August it had 
gone nearly double platinum in 
Canada (200,000 units) and in the 
United States (2 million units) and 
was dominating the charts in many 
other countries. Céline Dion’s album 
A New Day Has Come topped the 
charts in both Canada and the U.S. 
Diana Krall’s The Look of Love has 
captivated audiences and record 
buyers around the world while Alanis 
Morissette’s Jagged Little Pill, released 
in 1995, had sold over 16 million 
units in the United States by 1998. 
Artists such as Kevin Parent, Daniel 
Boucher, Loreena McKennitt, Rufus 
Wainwright, Remy Shand, Sum 41, 


Swollen Members and Jann Arden 
continue to sell well and regularly 
reach the charts.

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The culture of 
volunteering and 
donating: Helping 
culture organizations 
between 1997 and 2000

A recurring theme of social research 
today is that of social cohesion. Some 
of the key indicators of social 
cohesion are charitable giving and 
various forms of civic participation 
such as volunteering time and 
membership in organizations. It has 
been stated that a diverse and 
vibrant voluntary sector brings wide 
benefits to any society. “Volunteer 
activity helps strengthen the bonds of 
trust, reciprocity and mutuality”.! To 
help us track the changes in 
volunteerism and giving over time, 
Statistics Canada’s National Survey 
on Giving, Volunteering and 
Participating (NSGVP) is conducted 


every three years, providing data on 
the state of philanthropic activity in 
Canada. 


Canadians give dollars 
and hours 


While 91% of Canadians 15 years 
and over made donations to chari- 
table and non-profit organizations 
between October 1999 and 
September 2000, the 2000 NSGVP 
also revealed that over the same 
period less than a third of Canadians 
volunteered their time. The survey 
also showed that there had been a 
decline from 1997 of over 4 percent- 
age points in the proportion of 
Canadians who volunteered their 
time. While this represented a 15% 
decline in the total number of 
volunteers, there was an increase in 
the amount of time volunteered by 
those people, as the average hours 
per person contributed in a year 
increased from 149 to 162. Also, the 
total dollar value of charitable 
donations went up in 2000 with the 
average amount donated increasing 
by 8%. The proportion of the popu- 
lation donating was about the same 
in 2000 as three years earlier. 


The profile of Canadians who donate 
or spend time volunteering has not 
changed. Volunteering and donating 
both tend to increase with age, level 
of education and income, females 
participate slightly more than males, 
and married people more than those 
in any other marital circumstance.”

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Dollars to arts and culture 
organizations still 
-increasing, though 
volunteering declining 

Arts and culture organizations 
throughout the 1990s continued to 
rely on the time provided by volun- 
teers and, to a lesser extent, on the 
dollars of their donors.* In fact, 
throughout the decade, over 65% of 
the workforce of not-for-profit 


heritage institutions were volunteers. 


Individual donations in 1997, 
totalling $23.8 million, made up just 
over 2% of these institutions’ total 
operating revenues. While the rate 
was lower for not-for-profit per- 
forming arts companies, volunteers 
still comprised more than 40% of 
their workforce over the period while 
individual donations accounted for 
5% of total company operating 
revenues in 1998. 


Despite the important role played by 
individuals, arts and culture not-for- 
profit organizations nonetheless had 
to cope with declines in the propor- 
tion of the population supporting 
them. The percentage of Canadians 
donating dollars dropped from 2.4 % 
to 1.8%, while the percent donating 


their time declined over the three 
years from 1.8% to 1.4%. The good 
news is that even so, the actual 
dollars donated to culture increased 
and the total number of hours 
volunteered decreased by only 2%. 


Culture organizations 
dependent on core group of 
donors to give more 


Culture organizations as a whole 
actually received a very small share 
of Canadians’ donations. Of the total 
$4.9 billion donated to all charities in 
2000 less than 1% went to arts and 
culture organizations (as defined by 
the NSGVP). This amounted to 

$48 million. In contrast, religious 
organizations received over $2.4 bil- 
lion or almost half of the value of all 
donations in 1997 and in 2000 and 
they continued to receive larger 
average donations than non-religious 
organizations. The bulk of other 
donations went primarily to health 
and social services organizations. 
However, while overall total dona- 
tions to all organizations increased 
by 11% between 1997 and 2000, 
donations to culture organizations 
increased by a substantial 21% (or 
over $8 million). 


Donating is a reflection of individual 


values and economic as well as social 


conditions. Between 1997 and 2000, 
per capita disposable income grew 


12%, about the same rate as the 


increase in donations (11%). How- 


ever, of the larger recipients, a 
number experienced larger than 
average gains in dollars donated, 


such as health (25%), philanthropic 


(42%) and culture and recreation 


organizations (42%), although other 
large beneficiaries such as religious 


and social services organizations 
fared quite differently (+6.7% and 
-0.3% respectively). Although the 


value of donations to culture organi- 


zations over this period increased by 
21%, the actual number of donations 
dropped, coincidentally by almost the 


same amount, 22%. Data from the 


NSGVP show that generally fewer 


Canadians are giving more dollars 


and this rings true for culture 


organizations as well. Both average 


and median donations to culture 
organizations were up in 2000 


(Figure 1) although about a quarter of 
culture donors were responsible for 


76% of the total donations. 


The early 1990s saw very modest 


increases in federal and provincial 
government operating and capital

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these had turned into declines in 
expenditures. The last three years of 
the decade saw these amounts start 
to increase again although the year to 
year percentage increase had not 
stabilized.® Both the public and 
private sectors have limits to their 
resources and have had to make 
choices among various sectors such 
as health, education, culture, religion 
and sport. Contemporary values may 
also change with shifts in the demo- 
graphic structure of the population 
so the priorities of the private sector 
may be starting to reflect more those 
of an increasingly large aging popu- 
lation. Traditionally, patronage of the 
arts and heritage institutions has 
increased with higher levels of educa- 
tion and household income. Both the 
donating rate and average donation 
given to culture organizations 
increase with age. More research, 
which looks at the age, education 
and income characteristics of culture 
donors, is needed to predict how 
activity in this sector may fare as the 
large cohort of baby boomers ages. 
Perhaps the variety of inducements 
offered by not-for-profit arts and 
heritage organizations to attract 
donations — from memberships to 
newsletters to subscription 

packages — are paying off for those 
individuals who are already 
committed to supporting the arts and 
culture. Whether or not they are 
penetrating into new markets must 
still be assessed. 


A core group of volunteers 
devoting more time to 
culture 


While the work of volunteers is very 
important for many culture organiza- 
tions, we have seen that the number 
of culture volunteers declined from 
1997 to 2000 (by 22%), although the 
total hours volunteered dropped by 
just 2%. This was because the 


average hours spent volunteering by 
each volunteer in culture organiza- 
tions went up 31 hours from 117 to 
148. A core group of culture volun- 
teers (only one-quarter of them) 
contributed almost three quarters of 
the total volunteered hours for 
culture organizations (around 

52 million in both 1997 and 2000). 


The 1998 General Social Survey, 
which targeted the time use of Cana- 
dians, found that compared with six 
years earlier, many Canadians were 
feeling more time-crunched. Married 
people in the 25 to 44 age group who 
were working full time were 
particularly likely to feel this way.® 
Perhaps these pressures had an 
impact on the level of volunteering, 
especially for those with households 
with small children. In fact, in the 
age group 35 to 44, the percentage 
volunteering dropped from 37% in 
1997 to 30% in 2000. Even though 
volunteers still make up a large part 
of the not-for-profit culture sector, 
the NSGVP demonstrates that fewer 
people are willing or able to donate 
their time and money to these 
organizations. 


How long will culture organizations 
be able to rely on a decreasing 
number of individuals? The aging of 
the population, while providing a 
larger pool of retired persons to 
volunteer over the next 5 to 10 years, 
does not guarantee success. At least 
as seen in 1997, those aged 55 and 
over were not the most likely to 
volunteer their time to culture. 
Nonetheless, as with culture 
volunteering in general, those who 
did commit themselves, donated 
more hours on average. 


Since culture organizations need to 
rely on private households for 
financial support, and are also 


dependent on the time and talents of 
unpaid individuals, it has become 
increasingly important for them to 
understand the underlying motiva- 
tions that prevent or contribute to 
fuller engagement in arts and 
cultural organizations. The challenge 
will then be to determine how best to 
capitalize on this knowledge.
